Legislation which would give St. 


Louis an estimated $2,500,000 an- 


nually from state income tax col- 
lections and provide public achools 
in Missouri with a similar, addi- 
‘tional sum from the same source 
will be introduced in the State 
Legisiature when it reconvenes 
Wednesday in Jefferson City, 
Mayor Aloys P. kaufmann an- 
nounced yesterday. 
Tue legislation will be sponsored 
Jointly by the city and the Mis- 
souri Mumelpal League, composed 
of all the major towns and cities 
in the state, the Mayor said. It 
will provide for financial assist- 
ance to all counties and school 
' districts, and the City of St. Louls 
on a proportionate basis. 

The legislation would be a sub- 
stitute for previously announced 
proposals by means of which the 


city would have sought financial 
assistance from the state. 
| Terms of Bill, 
Under terms of the new propos- 
al, 50 per cent of the total state 
income tax collection would be set 
aside for county and municipal 


use. It would be distributed an the 


basis of the amounts paid by state 
income taxpayers in the respective 
counties. The entire 50 per cent of 
the total state income taxes paid 
> by residents of the unincorporated 
parte of the counties would be 
paid to the county government. 

However, in the case of a mu- 
nicipality within a county, 25 per 
cent of the total amount of state 
Income tax paid by residents of 
the municipality would.go to the 
municipality and the other 25 per 
cent would be retained by the 
county government. 

In St. Louis, which, in itself, ts 
both city and county, the entire 
50 per cent would go into the mu- 
nicipal revenue fund. It is eati- 
mated the total amount. of state 
income tax paid by the residents 
of St. Louis is $5,000,000 a year. 
Thus, under the new proposal, the 
city would receive about $2,500,- 
000 annually. 

School Funds. 

Missouri's schools at present re- 
ceive one-third of the total state 
income tax collection, which is 
estimated at about $15,000,000 a 
year. Under the proposed law, the 
schoola would receive 50 per cent 
of the total collected, which would 
mean an additional sum of ahout 
$2,500,000. This would be distrib- 
uted among the various school dis- 
tricts of the state in accordance 
with present practices. 

The city will continue its efforts 
to obtain financial relief by legis 
lation transferring the City Sani- 
tarium and Training School to the 
State + but will abandon other 

hases of a previously announced 
egisiative program, the Mayor 
said, | . 

Transfer of the two institutions 
which care for the insane and the 
feeble-minded is expected to save 
the city about $1,400,000 annually 
in operating expenses. 

Earnings Tax Dropped, 

Proposed legislation which the 
city will abandon in favor of the 
new bill included a proposal 
which would have authorized the 
city to levy an earnings tax simi- 
lar to the one previously enacted 
but declared invalid by the Su- 

reme Court. The city and the 

issouri Municipal League will 
also abandon a pending bill which

»(Copyright 1948) 
OLAND, conquered by Hitler 
first and later forsaken by its 
Allies, may seem to be a re- 
mote land to the reader. The 
names of its people, including my 
own, may be difficult to pro- 
nounce, and its tragedy may be 
dismissed by some as the normal 
plight of Kuropeans and particu- 
larly Poles, but Poland today is 
you. 

When a Pole is deprived of his 
God-given rights or is tortured 
and put to déath simply for de- 
loving steadfastly in what mil- 
lions of democratic peoples else- 
where take for granted, you, too, 
are being attacked, and so is the 
sanctity of your homes. 

A fantastic world war began on 
Polish soll after being conceived 
in the twisted minds of Hitler, 
Stalin, Mussolini and Tojo, 

Now Even More Horrible War. 

Now an even more horrible war 
has erupted in Poland. It is a 
war against the dignity and free- 
dom of all democratic peoples, 
and the Poles once again are in 
the front lines. 

Just as World War II spread its 
tentacles out of Poland, this new 


war could reach. the homes of 


peace-loving people elsewhere in 
the world— and more quickly and 


with a thousand times the venom 
of the opening of the Battle of 
Britain And the attack on Pearl 
Harbor, I know, because I am a 
survivor of the opening move- 
ments of that war. 

I know the determination, the 
pitilessness and the vigor of the 
new common enemy of mankind— 
Communism, directed from the 
U.S. S. R. I know Stalin personally. 
I know the men behind him, and 
the workings of their minds, and 
the yoke which they are now seek- 
ing to impose on the world. . 

What Happens to the Pole, 

Forget for a moment my very 
name and the positions that I held 
in the Polish Government not only 
during the occupation by the Na- 
zis but by the even more sinister.

“Soviet Communism pursues a 
policy which threatens, with a 
new form of imperialism—ideo- 
logical, economic and strategic— 
the welfare and way of life of 
other nations of Europe.” 

Attlee praised the United States 
for its stand on liberty and human 
rights. He criticized its capitalist 
economy, but conceded there were 
extenuating circumstances. 

“At one end of the scale are 
the Communist countries,” he said.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AFA 
campaign to win congressional ap- 
proval this year of a $300,000,000-a- 
year program for federal aid to 
publit schools was opened today 
by the National Education Associ- 
ation, 

Companion bills to authorize the 
program have been approved by 
the Senate Labor and Public Wel- 
fare Committee and a House Edu- 


sociation ia requesting the passage 
of legislation which will provide 
for an annual appropriation of 
$300,000,000 by the Federal Gov- 
ernment to ald public schools. 

There are 100,000 teachers em- 
ployed on emergency, sub-standard 
certificates; salaries are so low in 
many states that the teacher's 
purchasing power is leaw than it 
was before the war; more than 
2,000,000 children are without 
proper instruction; and there are 
educetional slum districts in many 
states.“ 

The bills would authorize ap- 
propriations “for the purpose of 
more nearly equalizing public ele- 
mentary school and public second- 
ary school opportunities among 
and within the states.” Also in- 
cluded would be the District of Co- 
lumbia, Alaska, Hawali, Puerto 
Rico, the Canal Zone, American 
Samoa, the Virgin Islands, and 
Guam. 

The first year's appropriatipn 
would be $200,000,000, the second 


bill would include: Missouri, $3, 
755,000, and Tilinois, 7,520,000. 

The federal allotmént per child 
in the B-to-17 age group would be 
$5 in most’ states and the District 
of Columbia. 

The proposed program, Givens 
said, “is a modest sum compared 
to the amount which it is proposed 
Congress allocate to the support 
of western European countries. 

"It ia commendable to expend 
billions of dollars to halt the 
march of Communism abroad, but 
it is the height of folly, at the 
same time, to refuse to spend a 
few millions to complete the bul- 
wark at home against the same 
forces in the minds of otherwise 
neglected and forgotten American 
children.”

best. 
Dr, Hugh B. Cott of the Cam- 


bridge Museum of Zoology, Who 
directed a three-man _§ tasters’ 
panel, reported the results in the 
scientific magazine, Nature. 

With 10 as the highest possible 
flavor rating, chicken eggs totaled 
8.8, turkey eggs were 7.2, gull 7.0, 
crow 6.6, duck 6.5. 

Wrens’ eggs at 2.0, were lowest. 

Among the smail birds’ eggs 
only the house sparrow’s rated 
high 7.1. 

In general, the investigators re- 
ported, most big eggs taste good, 
and the little ones poor. Dr. Cott

Green’s Candidacy for Re- 


Election Is Assailed By 
Rival, Hugh Cross.

SPRINGFIELD, II., Jan 3 (AP) 
Gov. Dwight H. Green today 


formally became a candidate for 


re-election, A Republican primary 
opponent immediately raised the 
third term as a major campaign 
issue. 

Green's long expected announce- 
ment of a third term bid coincided 
with circulation of renominating 
petitions by U. 8. Senator C. Way- 
land Brooks. Green and Brooks 
will head the reguiar Republican 
organization ticket in the April 13 
primary. 

Besides Green, three other Re- 
publicans have declared for Gov- 
ernor—Lt. Gov. Hugh W. Cross, 
former State Treasurer Warren 
Wright, and Walter KE, Pacanow- 
aki, publisher of a Chicago politi- 
cal newspaper. 

Green said in a statement that 
Republicans “from all sections of 
Tilinois” had urged him to run 
again, and that “I am proud to 
do 30.“ 

Crosa, a running mate of Green 
in 1940 and 1044, commented that 


the Governor was seeking “to per- 


petuate himself in office.” 

No Illinois Governor has been 
elected three straight times. 
Charles Deneen tried it in 1012 


but lost to Democrat Edward F. | 


Dunne. 

One Governor, Richard J, Ogles- 
by, was elected three different 
times—in 1865, 1873 and 1885. He 
resigned 10 days after his second 
inauguration when he was named 
to the United States Senate, an 
office then filled by the Legisla- 
ture. 

Green, who will be 51 next Fri- 
day, led a Republican return to 
atate power in 1940 when he won 
his first four-year term by defeat- 
ing . Hershey of Taylor ville. 
In 1944, Green whipped Democrat 
Thomas J. Courtney.

Rieing from the shore of a 


mountain reservoir north of Azu- 
ea, Calif., is a huge concrete-and- 
steel secret of war so well kept 
that after two years of peace its 
function up to now has been 
known only to the scientists and 
Navy men responsible for its op- 


on. 
The secret is a 300-foot-long 
tube, nearly two feet in di- 
er, which angles from the 
top of a bluff down almost to the 
e of the waters impounded 

by Morris dam. 

Through this tube hurtle, with 
aircraft speed, ‘torpedoes which 
* well become the prototypes 

underwater missiles to be used 
im any future war. 

From studying the behavior of 
these projectiles as they split the 
water at unbelievable speeds, sci- 
entists are evolving § strange- 
Shaped missies which are a far 

from the torpedoes of the last 

wars, 

Down the other side of the 
bluff ranges an even more weird 
structure — a towering, 45-degree 
gonerete ramp, even longer than 
the 300-foot tube. Rails on this 
ramp, still incomplete, will permit 
raising and lowcring of the 
Breech of a similar tube, so that 
torpedoes may be fired into the 
water at almost any angle.

STATE DEPARTMENT 
DENIES GIO CHARGE 


Says It Did Not Block Chi- 
cago World Labor Body 
Meeting. | 
. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (UP)— 
The State Department denied to- 
day that it “blocked” CIO efforts 
to move the headquarters of the 
World Federation of Trade Unions 
from Paris to the United States. 

The charge was made by CIO 
Secretary - Treasurer James, B. 
Carey, who accused United States 
diplomats of being “too damned 
acared” to help American unions 
establish befter relations with 
workers in Russia and other coun- 
tries. 

He said the State Department 
“kept getting in the way” when 
the CIO tried to arrange for the 
1048 congress of the world-wide 
labor organization to be held in 
Chicago, 

A State Department spokesman 
said, however, that the trouble lay 
in the fact that some federation 
officials are avowed Communists. 
United States immigration laws 
prohibit Communists from enter- 
ing the country even to attend an 
international meeting without a 
special permit from the Justice 
Department, 

The spokesman said Carey asked 
the department last June whether 
it would approve holding this 


| year’s congress in Chicago. In its 
reply, the State Department held 
that it was not “competent” to 
authorize the meeting sinte the 
Justice Department had the say 
on admitting Communists. 

CIO sources pointed out that 
the State Department could have 
intervened with the Attorney Gen- 
eral to get permission for the 
meeting if it had wanted it held 
in this country. ' 

Carey also criticized the AFL 
for boycotting the World Federa- 
tion and trying to set up a rival 
from which Communists would be 
barred, He said the AFL was 
making a “mistake” in refusing to 
support a “single all-inclusive 
trade uaion organization.”

Destruction of Last 
Great Virgin Forests

PORTLAND, Ore., Jan. 8. 
EFORE the war flooring from the logging camps and sawmills of this fron- 
B tier American region sold for 845 a thousand feet. Now the price is in the 
neighborhood of $180. Dimension lumber, such as 2x4s, brought $18 a thou- 
sand feet. The price today is $72, These numbers affect more than the hopes and 
pocketbook of the prospective home- builder. They also are contributing to the de- 
struction of the last great virgin forests in the United States—the fir and pine 
solitudes of the Pacific Northwest.

should have. 


A national poll of the members of the British Medical Asso- 


ciation will be held Jan. 31 to determine whether the doctors wish to take part 


in the Labor Government’s national health service plan. II hie as | 
enacted in 1946 over the strenuous objections of the Medical Association, 1s 


scheduled to go into operation next July. 


Under the law, every doctor and dentist 
is free to.take part in the plan or not, as he 
wishes. If any considerable number of them 
decide to boycott the plan, however, the law 
will be effectively nullified because there 
won't be enough practitioners to go around. 
„Ik, on the other hand, most doctors agree 
to take part, the pressure of economic neces- 
sity will compel many of the dissenters to 
participate. 

A majority of Britain’s doctors have been 
fighting a last-ditch battle against the law 
since it was enacted. Representatives of the 
British Medical Association and of other 
medical organizations, banded together in a 
joint negotiating committee, have been hold- 
ing meetings with Minister of Health Aneu- 
rin Bevan for more than a year in an effort 
to reach agreement on points in dispute. 
Progress of the negotiations has not been 
made public, but it is no secret that there 
are still wide differences of opinion between 
the doctors and the Government. 

By comparison with the British health 
service plan, the Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
bill to provide, compulsory health insur- 
ance without interfering with private 
practice of medicine in the United States, 
is the mildest sort of proposal. American 
physicians who have, through the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, attacked the 
health insurance plan, might well take a 
second look at the British plan, which has 
been enacted into law. 

The intensity of the opposition of many 
doctors to the new British law, particularly 
the high-fee Harley Street specialists, can 
be judged from the final sentence of a 
pamphlet issued by the British Medical As- 
sociation, Says the pamphlet, the inde- 
pendence of medicine is at stake.” 

Among the sections of the act which are 
drawing the doctors’ most concentrated fire 
are those which will abolish the custom of 
buying and selling practices, provide for 
state control of areas in which future doc- 
tors may practice and—the doctors think— 
make specialists salaried officers of regional 
governmental boards. 

The association also objects to Bevan’s 
proposal for payment of doctors—a system 
under which genera) practitioners would re- 
ceive a salary plus a fee for each patient 
treated. Parliament side-stepped the prob- 
lem of the payment of doctors when it wrote 
the law, leaving that matter to be settled 
by the Minister by regulation. The doctors 
are violently opposed to any system which 
would make them ‘‘full-time salaried serv- 

s of the State,“ and they are fighting any 
ifitroduction of the principle of paying = 
salary to a doctor in ordinary practice.

The British Medical Association contends 
that those parts of the plan will interfere

The British Medical As- 
sociation’s proposed solution to the problem, 
extra inducements, has been tried in Britain 
for many years, and has been found want- 
ing, the planners say. , 


Salaries for Doctors 


Is a Basic Part of Plan. 


Regarding payment of doctors, with its 
concomitant abolition of the institution of 
buying and selling good-will of practices, 
the plan's advocates assert that a salary 
must be the basic part of a doctor's re- 
muneration, under a system in which the 
Government and not the patient pays for 
medical care, because there is no satisfac-. 
tory alternative. 

The system of remunéfation suggested 
by the doctors, ¢fpitation, or payment of a 
fixed fee per patient treated, would lead 
to a production line in which quantity and 
not quality of treatment would be the doc- 
tor’s goal, the proponents say, Good-will of 
practices, they add, would be an anachro- 
nism in a salaried medical service.. 

The new law is geared to Britain’s current 
experiment in socialism in a democratic. so- 
clety. Not only the doctors but also their 
patients will be free to take advantage of 
the plan or not, as they wish. . Free medical 
service will be provided, but ff any Briton 
wishes to pay for his medical care and ig- 
nore the plan, he may. If he decides to use 
the free service provided, he may select any 
participating doctor he wishes. If he has 
no preference, he will be assigned to a doc- 
tor. 

In most cases, doctors who take part 
in the plan may also conduct a private prac- 
tice on the side. Doctors’ private patients 
may be admitted to hospitals, all of which 
are to be taken’ over by the Government, 
Any patient, whether participating in the 
plan or not, may have a private room in a 
hospital if he pays for it. If the medical 
condition of any patient requires a private 
room, he will have it free.

doctors is in the law's system of “negative 
direction” with regard to areas in which 
they may practice. In the future, gen- 
eral practitioners who take part in the 
program will not be told they must prac- 
tice in a given area, but areas in which 
they may not practice will be specified. 
Specialists will be attached to hospital 
staffs. The “negative direction” provi- 
sion affects future general practitioners 
only—physicians now practicing in Brit- 
ain may stay where they are. 

An integral part of the plan is the estab- 
lishment of health centers which, like Army 
dispensaries to soldiers, are intended to be 
the places where Britons will go when they 
want medical or dental care. In each health 
center will be provided facilities for doctors, 
both general practitioners and specialists, 
for dentists and for pharmacists. 

The health centers will be set up by the 
local governments, the county councils and 
county borough councils, of which there are 
about 145 in England and Wales. The 
local bodies also will make arrangements 
for a home nursing service, including vis- 
its by public health nurses; midwifery, 
and maternity and child welfare; dental 
service for children and expectant and nurs- 
ing mothers; domestic help, when needed 
for medical reasons; vaccination and im- 
munization, and ambulance services. 

In addition to the local governmental 
bodies, hundreds of new administrative 
units must be established on various levels 
before the plan begins operating. At the 
insistence of the doctors, the law specifies 
Mberal medical representation on the vari- 
ous bodies. 

There will be a Central Health Services 
Council tö advise the Minister, and a medi- 
cal Practices Committee to decide in what 
areas doctors may practice. Hospitals will 
be administered by 165 regional hospital 
boards, each centered on an existing unl- 
versity with a school of medicine, and by 
subordinate hospital management commit- 
tees. Patients who have no preference

* will be assigned to à practitioner by 


Among other provisions of the new law, 
university refresher courses will be provided 
and a pension scheme will be established for 
persons providing health services under the 
act. 

With minor exceptions, all of the medical 
and dental care and supplies provided will 
be free to all Britons, Cost, part of which 
will be shouldered by the national govern- 
ment and part by local governments, will be 
an estimated $608,000,000 annually during 
the first few years. In addition, the Gov- 
ernment will pay to doctors, probably when 
they retire from active practice, about $264,- 
000,000 plus interest in compensation for 
abolition of the selling values of their prac- 
tices. 

Obviously, not all of Britain's doctors 
are opposed to the new plan. For many 
of them, particularly those who have had 
trouble making ends meet, the plan will 
be a godsend. In addition, some doc- 
tors favor it because they will be able 
to devote most of their time to the pa- 
tients who really need care, since the 
size of the patient's purse will not mat- 
ter. Such was the experience of many 
doctors under Britain's panel doc- 
tor“ health insurance scheme, which has 
been in effect for many years to provide 
medi¢al care for workers but not for their 
families. Such will prove to be the case, 
proponents of the plan are confident, 
when free medical care is available for 
all Britons. 


Recommends an Increase 
For Those Participating. 


Many poorly-paid doctors support the 
plan because the Government 18s planning to 
give most doctors a raise, A committee 
composed primarily of doctors and civil serv- 
ants, appointed by the Minister of Health, 
has recommended an average raise for gen- 
eral practitioners of about $800 a year, in 
terms of the 1939 value of money. Sir Will 
Spens, master of Cambridge University’s 
Corpus Christi College, was chairman of the 
committee, 

„We, and not least our lay members, con- 
sider that it would be disastrous to the pro- 
fession and to the public if general practice 
were recruited only from the less able young 
doctors,” the committee's report stated. 
‘Unless the financial expectations in gen- 
eral practice are substantially improved, 
the great majority of the abler men will 
seek to become specialists.’’ 

The Spens report, it should be empha- 
sized, is only semi-official and does not 
necessarily incorporate the views of the 
Government. Because of the nature of the 
membership of the committee, and its man- 
ner of appointment, however, it is probable 
that the system of pay drawn up by Bevan 
will be based on principles and ideas ex- 
pressed in the report.

A year ago, Standard Oil Co, of New 

ey announced, it was buying a 30 per 

int and Socony-Vacuum Oil Co. a 10 per 

cent interest in Arabian American Oi] Co., 

holder of the vast Saudi-Arabian oil con- 

cession and jointly owned by Standard Oil 
Co, of California and Texas Co. 

But to date the sale has not been con- 
summated. The prospective purchasers 
have joined in a loan to Aramco, as Arabian 
American is commonly known, for 3125, 
000,000 to bulld a pipeline from Saudi- 
Arabia to the Mediterranean pending the 
ironing out of a few details. 

One of the details, the French, has been 
froned out, The other, Gulbenkian, has 
not. 

Jersey Standard and Socony signed the 
Red Line agreement in 1928. as a condition 
of acquiring an interest in Iraq Petroleum 
Co. That agreement precluded entering in- 
to any additional oil agreements within the 
old Turkish Empire, except for the account 
of all partners, including the British, 
French, Dutch and Gulbenkian. 

The purchase into Aramco, since Saudi- 
Arabia is within the Red Line area, was 
obviously a violation of the agreement, but 
Jersey Standard and Socony announced 
that the agreement had been invalidated, 
under the provisions of the British Trading 
with the Enemy Act, by the occupation of 


France by the Germans in 1940. 

The British and Dutch, who had been 
provided for in other ways, did not object 
but the French did, promptly, offering to 
go to court to see who was right. What- 
ever Jersey Standard and Socony thought 
of their own legalistic argument, they 
elected not to go to court and after six 
months of negotiating, settled. 

Gulbenklan hasn't said much, He's just 
sitting tight in his villa in Lisbon, Portu- 
gal, and letting Jersey Standard and Socony 
come to him. The last company repre- 
sentatives who visited him came back with- 
out reaching agreement. 

Who is Gulbenkian? To most Europeans 
of the international financial and cartel set 
he is more of a name than a person. It is 
a part of his role to remain in the back- 
ground, 

Gulbenklan in fact exists, however. He 
is a short, bald, Istanbul-born Armenian, 
now a British subject, He is 78 years old, 
still active and pleasure-loving. Until 
World War II broke out he lived in Paris. 
When Paris became uncomfortable, he 
moved to Lisbon, where he now lives in 
semi-retirement. 

The chief fact of significance about 
Gulbenkian, is the 5 per cent interest he 
owns in Iraq Petroleum. Gul or- 
ganized Iraq Petroleum. No one knows 
precisely what else Gulbenkian has done. 

His first appearance on the international 
oll stage was about the turn of the century 
when he negotiated with Imperial Russia 
for Baku oil, in behalf of Sir Henri Deter- 
ding’s Royal Dutch Co. Gulbenkian also is 
reported to have had a hand in the merger 
of Royal Dutch and Shell Oil, in 1907. 

Perhaps his greatest stroke of business, 
however, was the organization of Iraq 


Petroleum. British and German interests 
were bidding for important Middle Eastern 
oil fields. The British had secured conces- 
sions to most of Iran in 1901, but the Ger- 
mans, in an agreement to build a railroad 
from Istanbul to Baghdad in 1903, received 
mineral rights along the right-of-way. 
Neither the British nor the Germans, how- 
ever, seemed able to pin down the slippery 
Turkish Sultan Abdul-Hamid II to any- 
thing definite, 

When the Young Turk revolution forced 
the Sultan into exile, Gulbenkian entered 
the picture. He used his influence with the 

oung Turks to engineer the organization 
of Iraq Petroleum—in which the Germans 
had been confident of holding at least an 
equal partnership with the British, with 
Turkey holdin;; 50 per cent. ; 

But when the *#moke lifted, the Turkish 
Petroleum Co. listed the (German) Deutsche 
Bank and Anglo-Saxon with 23.75 per cent, 
the British controlled D’Arcy Exploration 
Co. with 47.6 per cent and Participations & 
Investments, Ltd.,, the name under which 
Gulbenkian does business, with 5 per cent, 

The French got the German share after 
World War I, and Jersey Standard and So- 
cony got half the British interest, but Gul- 
benkian’s 5 per cent remained. 


That 5 per cent, calculated as an inter- 
est in the Iraq petroleum reserves-—esti- 
mated at some 10 billion barrels—is no 
small item, even in the bookkeeping of a 
man as wealthy as Gulbenkian. If the 
Red Line agreement holds, however, the 
little Armenian also will have a 5 per 
cent share in the fabulously rich oil fields 
of Saudi-Arabia. 

During the 208, Gulbenkian was Deter- 
ding’s chief lieutenant in the three-cornered 
fight between Jersey Standard and British 


and Dutch interests over the Baku fields, 
nationalized by the Bolsheviks in 1918, 

Perhaps this latest joust with Jersey 
Standard is adding zest to Gulbenkian’s 
declining years. What he is banking on, in 
the fight to enforce the Red Line agree- 
ment, is that Iraq Petroleum, being to a 
great extent a British undertaking, 
eschew any but British courts—3000 miles 
from the Sherman anti-trust act. 

The atmosphere in which Gulbenkian has 
worked his way up into the clouds of in- 
ternational finance has been little encum- 
bered by antitrust laws. 


Forest Service, 


will | 


Lyle F. Watts, chief of the United States 
predicts that the Nofth- 
weat's commercial saw-timber will be re- 
duced 40 per cent during the next two 
decades. In fact, it is the contention of 
Watts, who was once a forest ranger him- 
self, that half the sawmills in Oregon and 
Washington have only enough trees left 
for five or six more years of operation. 

This is a national problem, for the two 
states produce more than 45 per cent of 
the country's softwood lumber supply. 
In addition, the Forest Service points out 
that Oregon and Washington are the 
final stand of America's high-quality old- 
growth timber.“ 

Lumber is now at the highest price in his- 
tory. Poles, masts, flooring, railroad ties, 
beams, shingles, plywood—all bring record 
bids. Timber companies are. under heavy 
financial pressure to “‘cut out and get out.“ 
Never before have profits been so large. One 
traveling sawmill employing fewer than a 
dozen men expects to net $185,000 before 
taxes this year. 

Already the drain on the forests is eyi- 
dent. 

The 1945 edition of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica lists Washington as the leading 
state in lumber production. This Informa- 
tion is now outdated. Oregon will nearly 
double Washington's 1947 output. Cowlitz 
County, Washington, traditionally at the 
front among counties in Northwest sawmill 
totals, will cut approximately 660,000,000 
beard-feet this year. Lane County, Oregon, 
will come close to doubling that—955,000,- 
000 board-feet. 

These are mere statistics, but their mean- 
ing can be tragically seen in the cutover 
lands of the state of Washington. Endless 
hillsides of stumpa are measured by hori- 
zons rather than miles. Many lumber.towns 
face eventual economic. destruction unless 
substitute employment ean be found. The 
Bonneville Power Administration has 
warned that cheap electricity may be the 
sole resource in these areas, once the trees 
are gone. And the trees are going fast. 


Cutting Nearly Twice 
As Fast as New Growth. 


Fir and pine of saw-timber size are 
being felled in the Northwest almost twice 
as swiftly as new growth is coming into 
production. And,“ warns the Forest 
Service, We must remember that much 
of the drain is of high-quality material, 
while the growth is generally of poorer 
quality.“ 75 

The first great lumber cuts in the North- 
west were at the northern end of Puget 
Sound, hard against the Canadian boundary, 
Everett, Wash., was the foremost lumber 
seaport of the world as the twentieth cen- 
tury began. Gradually, ax and saw swept 
southward like a vast scythe. Seattle and 
Tacoma soon shipped the most lumber, and 
then it was Grays Harbor. Portland, draw- 
ing on both southern Washington and north- 
ern Oregon, lad the porta of the Northwest 
at the time Hitler marched into Poland and 
began World War II. 


War has a maw hungry for lumber. It 
cleaned out the Portland area. The saws 
and cables of Portland’s two largest mills 
now rust in the rain. The mills are closed. 
And the world’s leading lumber seaport is 
the small town of Coos Bay (pop. 6500) in 
the southern portion of Oregon, not far 
from the California line. 

In less than half a century, the virgin 
fastnesses of the Northwest have been 
hacked from .British Columbia nearly to 
California. Today Coos Hay ships eight or 
nine times as much lumber during an aver- 
age month as does Seattle, Yet not long 
ago Seattle topped all ports of the nation

The Forest Service has been seeking | 
islation to regulate cutting practices on 
private forest lands. The measure has been 
sought on the grounds that “only 8 per 
cent of all privately-owned forests in the 
United States are receiving good manage- 
ment.“ In the National Forests of the North. 
west sustained-yield practices are followed; 
this means that the cut is held somewhere 
in balance with new growth. The Forest 
Service believes such a policy should be 
followed everywhere that commercial saw- 
timber is cut, 


Good Logging Practice 
Is Much More Expensive. 


Of course, this type of logging is cone 
siderably more expensive than simply wad- 
ing in with saws and donkey engines, and 
leveling a vast forest realm as bare as @ 
bowling alley. The resistance of the lum- 
ber industry has assured the rejection of 
forestry legislation in the current session of 
Congress, which is allergic to controls: of 
nearly any kind. 

Meanwhile, the Forest Service classifies 
64 per cent of all the logging methods on 
private forest lands of the nation as poor, 


or destructive, and only 1 per cent aas 


very good, 

In recent years in the Northwest the best 
forestry has been practiced by the larger 
companies such as Weyerhaeuser and Crown- 
Zellerbach. They hire trained foresters to 
advise them, and try to re-seed cutover land. 
This is because the big operators, with mile 
lions of dollars invested, have realized con- 
servation policies must be followed if they 
expect to continue in business, 

However, small nomadic sawmills, often 
known as gyppo“ outfits, will strip a grove 
bare and then move on to the next wilder- 
ness, repeating the devastation. These 
wanderers seek to liquidate their investment 
in a hurry. They want to cash in on the 
highest prices ever paid for lumber. Why 
leave the tree on a stump when, sawed Into 
beams, it will bring more than §70 per thou- 
sand feet? To restrain this destruction of 
the wilderness, the Forest Service has ad- 
vocated legislation imposing restraints on 
the cutting of trees. 

The attitude of labor has undergone & 
revision in recent years. At one time the 
“Wobblies” of the old I. W. W. set fire to 
the woods to even scores with the bosses. 
Today, the CIO Woodworkers Union, largest 
trade union in the Northwest, ia telling {ts 
members that their job security depends 
upon conserving the forests. The Wood- 
workers: have hired a technical expert of 
their own, Ellery Foster, former State 
Forester of Minnesota, and he goes into log- 
ging camp bunkhouses to talk with the men 
about conservation. 


Protection of Forests 
Is Vital for the World. 


Protection of the Northweat's forests ts 
particularly important, in view of the world- 
wide shortage of lumber. World War II 
used more lumber every four months than 
the first World War used in nearly two 
years. Gutted cities in Europe and Asia 
need vast quantities of lumber for rebuild- 
ing. The United States, confronted by the 
worst housing shortage in ita history, ree 
quires billions of board-feet from the nae 
tion's forests, 

Many expert foresters believe that lum- 
ber companies have deliberately exaggerated 
in the public mind the peril which fire eon- 
atitutes to the woods. While fire is a con- 
stant danger from June until the snows of 
autumn, it takes only about one-eighth as 
many trees each year as are felled by ax and 
saw. In addition to this, the most damag- 
ing forest fires often are started by donkey 
engines, locomotives and other equipment 
employed in lumber operations. 

Sustained-yleld forestry units on many of 
the National Forests of the Far West are 
helping to compensate for the waning sup- 
ply of trees on private land. “Because the 
National Forests guard such watersheds as 
those of the Columbia, Sacramento and 
Snake Rivers, the trees are cut only on @ 
selective basis, More than 10,000,000 Wea- 
terners drink water which rises on National 
Forests, Furthermore, much of Western 
agriculture is nourished by irrigation which 
derives its water from the same source, 

People in the Northwest are worried over 
the destruction of their forests. This is one 
of the reasons for the demand for new

‘St. Louls and its people soon will 
decide whether or not there shall be a 
World's Fair in 1953 to celebrate the 
Loulsiana Purchase and honor the plo- 
neers who won the Weat. 

One hundred and fifty years is not 
a long time in the history of a people 
or even of many cities; but it seems a 
far cry from the days of the pioneers 
who had the vision to see and the cour- 
age to do what was necessary to build 
a great city. 

In 1904 the hundreth anniversary 
of the Louisiana Purchase was cele- 
brated by a World’s Fair in St. Louls; 
and even then there were many men of 
property who opposed the fair as their 
fathers had fought the establishment of 
Forest Park many years earlier. 

It is significant, amusing and tragic 
to listen to the discussions going on 
today of the proposal to have a World's 
Fair in 1953. 


Again we see the age-long conflict 
between the pioneer and the pussy- 
footer, Again we hear the same argu- 
ments pro and con, Again voices arise 
from the past, courageous and timid, 
far-sighted and limited in vision, public- 
spirited and selfish and reactionary.

What will the second session of the Eightieth 
Congress be? 

Will it be a shining demonstration of democ- 
racy at work—the kind of performance which 
will impress weary peoples abroad that we prac- 
tice what we preach about representative govern- 
ment? 

Or will it be merely the warm up for the 1948 
presidential race with all the playing of politics 
that habitually has preceded such campaigns? 

Will Republican and Democratic party leaders 
recognize the tinder box state of the world? Will 
they accept their obligation to work together in 
the solution of pressing domestic and interna- 
tional problems for the benefit of peoples every- 
where? 1 

Or will the chief aim of these party jeaders 
be to put the other in the hole, to pass the buck, 
to unload responsibility—all with one purpose 
and one purpose alone, to get the most votes in 
November? 

Every member of the Eightieth Congress and 
every member of the Truman Administration, 
from the President down, whose duty it is to 
work with Congress should ask himself such 
questions as the session convenes. 

Now is the time—now and in the first few 
days of the session. It will be too late two or 
three months from now after inter-party war- 
fare and personal ambitions have been allowed 
to compile a bitter political record. 

There is no doubt as to the kind of session 
the country will be saddled with if our political 
leaders are left to their own devices, The usual 
disposition of professional politicians is to do as 
little as possible and to play politics in any event. 
Such a disposition will be all the more pronounced 
in a presidential year which sees Congress in 
the hands of one party and the presidency in 
the hands of the other. 

The timid, feeble approach to inflation is more 
than enough evidence of this. As everyone knows, 
the price spiral and all that it entails is the No. 1 
domestic problem. It has ramifications which 
reach around the world. 

Yet even though the Truman Administration 
came up with an inadequate program of inflation 
contro], the Republican congressional leaders 
would not go that far. The intent of each party 
in the special session was to commit itself as lit- 
tle as possible and to make it appear that the 
other party was responsible for not halting the 
upward rush of living costs. 

Bad ag it is for politics to be played on vital 
domestic issues, it is worse to mix presidential 
campaign maneuvers into international problems. 
Yet clearly there are those who would not stop 
short of that. Already we have the announce- 
ment by the chairman of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee that it is doubtful whether the 
Marshall plan can be fully considered by June 1. 

For many citizens the question about the Mar- 
shall plan is whether it should not be in opera- 
tion before April 1 if it is to be effective. Cer- 
tainly it will have no chance at all if it is de- 
layed and delayed into the future all the while 
the Communists are infiltrating themselves as 
they are throughout Europe today. 

This session of Congress is an instrument of 
the people just as the executive branch of the 
government is also an instrument of the people. 
Neither has any validity except as it comes from 
the citizens. Both will stand in judgment be- 
fore the voters this year. 

But the people do not need to wait until No- 
vember to exert their control. They—individual- 
ly and collectively through groups and organiza- 
tions—can advise Congress and President alike 
that first things are to be put first in Washing- 
ton. They can demand a higher level of politi- 
cal performance than they have had in presi- 
dential election years. 

They can order it and they can get it if they 
will use the power of public opinion. 


Lid. 
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Lives—Not Dollars—Come First 

It is hard to understand how President Tru- 
man's special board of inquiry on air safety 
could put dollars and human lives on a par, yet 
that is what it has done. As a Washington cor- 
respondent of the Post-Dispatch reported yester- 
day: “In the absence of a definitive national pol- 
icy regarding development of new planes, the 
board found the best it could do was to recom- 
mend a compromise between safety and aviation 
profits,” 

A compromise between dollars and lives! Had 
such a policy as this prevailed a generation or 
two ago it would have blocked the formulation 
of health codes, pure food laws and police and 
fire systems that we now have. 

It is amazing that such a policy should crop 
up—of all times—at the conclusion of a year 
that saw the airlines pile up a record of fatali- 
ties more than double that of any other year. 
Crashes of big postwar planes have led many 
persons to fear that an undue proportion of 
tragedy is the natural price for air travel. The 
President's board and its philosophy will do lit- 
tle to dispel such feeling.

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A Test for Taft - Hartley 


The first injunction handed down under the 
Taft-Hartley Act carries, significantly, a restraint 
against featherbedding,“ or make-work rules, 
and against the secondary boycott. Federal 
Judge Stephen Brennan of Utica, N. Y., who is- 
sued the restraining order, will not take final 
action until after the National Labor Relations 
Board has investigated, but he has made it clear 
that he will enforce the law. 

His attitude. is commendable. For feather- 
bedding and secondary boycotts have too long 
been permitted to tax the consumer and weight 
down the economy, The means of correcting 
some of thé worst abuses were afforded in the 
Antl-racketeering Act of 1934, but in its extreme 
pro-labor zeal the Supreme Court tortured the 
law out of shape and exempted unions from its 
scope. 

The test case at that time was afforded by 
the Teamsters Union, some of whose members 
were extorting fees from truck drivers—inciud- 
ing farmers driving their own trucks—into New 
York. Those who refused to come across were 
beaten up. It is the same union which is now 
affording the test case before Judge Brennan. 

Under the Taft-Hartley Act, unions have the 
right to maintain the union shop, but they are 
forbidden to collect for work not done and they 


are forbidden to use the secondary boycott as a 
means of getting their way. These sections of 
the law should be enforced. | ‘ 
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That Victory in Greece 

The success of the Greek Army in raising the 
lege of Konitsa has removed some deep worry 
wrinkles from Washington brows. While it does 
not necessarily betoken a major improvement in 
the Balkan situation, it does mean that an im- 
pending crisis has been at least postponed. A 
rebel victory, if followed by recognition of the 
Vafiades regime by Yugoslavia, Albania, Bul- 
garia and perhaps even the Soviet Union, might 
have transformed the harassing civil strife into 
international war. It might well have meant the 


| involvement of American military force. 


There can be by now no question about how 
deeply the United States is committed in Greece 
as a result of the Truman Doctrine. While war 
certainly is not our objective, the Konitsa affair 
—by itself only an incident in a guerrilla cam- 
paign—is a new reminder of the serious opposi- 
tion of forces that now divide East from West. 

Certainly, there can be no substantial back- 
ing down on the part of Washington without a 
loss of prestige that would have f r-reaching ef- 
fects. Already Western Europeans are fearful 
that the United States may withdraw before fin- 
ishing the job undertaken on the Continent. 

The Russians certainly are eager to spread 
such doubts, but it seems to be current Soviet 


“policy that anti-Americanism must not run over 


into armed action. Whatever they may have 
done in the way of propaganda and politics, they 
have respected the lines drawn at Teheran and 
Yalta so far as military action is concerned. No 
matter how obstructionist their tactics, they have 
been unwilling to put themselves utterly outside 
the pale of the United, Nations. 

American policy, however, cannot be based 
entirely on Russian reluctance. Such a sacri- 
fice of initiative would make diplomatic success 
virtually impossible. Washington should now bend 
every effort on eliminating the possibility of an- 
other attack of Konitsa jitters. This means that 
Greek territory should be speedily cleared of 
Communist-dominated forces. It must be firm- 
ly pointed out to the Athens Government that 
this is the price of our aid. Once that is done, 


the Kremlin will be able to stir up armed ag- 


gression only through an international incident 
of the kind it seems so anxious to avoid. 

Further, Washington should stimulate genuine 
democratic reforms in Greece so that rebel ap- 
peals will fall on deaf ears. The Konitsa siege 
precipitated .a disgraceful panic among some 
Athenians. Premier Sophoulis was called on to 
institute repressive measures which might have 
led to a veritable reign of terror. Fortunately, 
he refused—for the people are sick and tired 
of just such tactics. 

Day-in and day-out democracy is the only 
sure way of drawing the poison out of the Com- 
munist fangs.

As 
editor of the New Republic, he soon had the staff 
roiling and seething, resigning or threatening to 
resign.

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Political Offerings in Illinois 

Dwight H. Green’s announcement that he is a 
candidate for a third term will set no bells ring- 
ing in Illinois. It will evoke no enthusiasm even 
among Republicans, whether they be party lead- 
ers or rank and file voters. Indeed, large num- 
bers of Illinois Republicans have hoped for 
months that Gov. Green would content himself 
with two terms, step aside and permit fresh 
leadership to come to the front. 

It is significant that two of the three primary 
candidates against him, Lieut. Gov. Hugh W. 
Cross of Jerseyville and former State Treasurer 


„Warren Wright of Grayslake, were elected along 


with him seven years ago. Their opposition now 
is one measure of the steady. deterioration of the 
good will and support which Dwight Green had 
when he went into the Governor's office. 

To say that the successor to Henry Horner 
has been a disappointment is to put it mildly. At 
the very outset of his administration he packed 
the State Commerce Commission, which regu- 
lates utilities and sets rates for electric, tele- 
phone and other services, with precinct politi- 
clans, The consequence of political prostitution 
of the mine inspection service is of course now 
common knowledge throughout Illinois. It is 
now widely known that the Green Administra- 
tion carried the political lug further than any 
predecessor adminigtration by using mine in- 
spectors to solicit campaign contributions from 
coal operators. 

A bid for a third term on such a record pro- 
duces obvious embarrassments. These embar- 
rassments are made the greater by the fact that 
the Republicans have submitted a constitutional 
amendment limiting presidential tenure to two 
terms and by the further fact that the Illinois 
Legislature was quick to ratify. Even so, the 
power of the state administration is such that 
the Governor will.win renomination unless op- 
position is concerted through his strongest oppo- 
nent in. the primary. 

The latest entries on the Democratic side af- 
ford a notable contrast. Adlai E. Stevenson, 
former special assistant to the Secretary of State 
and now a U.N. delegate, has announced for 
Governor, and Prof. Paul H. Douglas, University 
of Chicago economist, will seek the seat held by 
Senator Brooks. These men are not at all the 
professional politician’s type of candidate. They 
should be able to offer Illinois something new 
and invigorating in a campaign year.

Posturing, Expertizing, Swindling 

Only a comparatively small number of 
people can unerringly identify “the Cre- 
mona tone” without seeing the violin. But 
no matter, Posturing, “expertizing” and 
plain swindling go on every day. 

The name of Antonio Stradivari (1644- 
1737), about whose life virtually nothing is 
known and who has been, therefore, the 
subject of much romancifying, is very 
famous. Next in reputation and desirabil- 
ity to Stradivari come his predecessor and 
teacher, Nicolo Amati, and his contempo- 
raries, the Guarnert family. 


The Italian violin trust produced instru- 
ments. of the highest quality. But to sub- 
scribe to the popular misconception that 
superior quality died with them is an in- 
justice to later craftsmen, if not actually 
a belief bordering on witchcraft. 

Among living luthiers there are several 
whose handiwork, given the “benefit” of 
anonymity, is often heard in concert halls 
without anyone being the wiser. Yehudi 
Menuhin performed two concerti in a sin- 
gle afternoon, one on his high-priced Stra- 
divari, the other on a brand-new duplicate. 
There was no apparent difference in tone 
and nobody was aware of the substitution, 
Practiced eyes could not tell them apart, 


Mr. Primrose’s Fabulous Viola 


Violist William Primrose concluded 40 re- 
citals in North and South America, during 
which lavish praise had been bestowed on 
“the marvelous tone” of his $10,000 Amati. 
In all 40, he said, he had not used his 
Amati once. He had played a viola made 
in Philadelphia by William H. Moennig Jr. 
It was six months old; its price was $1000. 
“There’s more snobbery connected with old 
instruments,” said Primrose, “than with 
anything I know.” 

Moennig is already being referred to as 
“America’s Stradivarius,” a tag which he 
doesn't quite relish. His instruments have 
frequently been tested in the company of 
“old masters” and have never failed to 
make an excellent showing. In 1940, his 
copies of instruments played by the Curtis 
String Quartet—two Stradivari violins, an

A year before, these same instruments 
had been subjected to a series of search- 
ing tests in a laboratory set up by the 
Physics Department of Harvard University. 
Dr, F. A. Saunders, who built the acousti- 
cal apparatus for the tests, had found the 
Moennigs more responsive and more even 
over the pitch range than the old models, 
which are popularly supposed to have “mel- 
lowed with age.” 

Moennig claims that a violin’s varnish, 
which is venerated by antiquarians, has no 
appreciable bearing on its tone unless it is 
applied too freely, “A well-made violin has 
the same tone ‘in the white’ as it later has 
when varnished.” , 

He also dismisses a great deal of other 
hocus-pocus, “There are no secrets,” he 
declares, “In my opinion, an instrument’s 
quality depends on the age and choice of 
woods, the maker's eye for detail and, of 
course, his innate talent.” 


Secret? Craftsmanship 


Moennig’s methods are devoid of the 
mystery, ostentation and dramatic flour- 
ishes which, if he chose, could be capital- 
ized on in this age of “colorful” celebrities, 
Together with his father, he runs a repair 
and accessory shop on Locust street, Phil- 
adelphia, where they sit side by side at 
carpenters’ benches in a back room. 

Moennig’s growing fame is still infinitesi- 
mal compared to the renown of his dead 
rivals. And the prices he is able to com- 
mand for his instruments keeps his output 
down to four or five a year. 


Unfortunately, contemporary violin mak- 
ers, admittedly the victims of a world con- 
spiracy against them, are just as guilty as 
the next man in boosting the already in- 
flated names of the past. They seem un- 
aware that the bit of reflected glory they 
obtain by marking their instruments copies 
of Stradivari, Guarneri and Amati would 
be more than compensated if they built up 
their own names, 

Modern craftsmen would do well to em- 
ploy modern methods in taking their case 
to the public. They should also get more 
soloists to play their instruments and an- 
nounce the maker's name from the stage, 
as Primrose did.

As a 
result, a vast amount of unfinished business has accumulated in Asia. 


The statesmen of the world will 
have to begin catching up on that 
unfinished business in 1048. The 
decks are now being cleared for 
action; but action will be ham- 
pered by two considerations, both 
of them highly charged with emo- 
2 as well as with power poli- 

en. 


One of those considerations is 
the high percentage of America's 
total resources that has already 
been earmarked for Europe. 


The other is the American pres- 
idential campaign. 

The shift of the center of grav- 
ity away from Asia began with 
the Marshall Report on China in 
Jan 1947. It was completed 
by the Marshall Radio,xeport to 
the nation on Dec, 19 ion the 
Secretary of State returned from 
London to announce the incon- 
clusive failure of the latest meet- 
ing of the Foreign Ministers of 
the Big Four. 


A Diplomatic Success, 


The tip-off for the whole year 
was in the January report on 
China, which was widely com- 
mented on at the time as some- 
thing in the nature of an admis- 
sion of “failure of a mission.” Yet 
it was in fact Marshall's first 
great diplomatic success, It on- 
abled him to take up the office 
of Secretary of State with the re- 
assuring knowledge that he had 
akilifully avoided the danger of 
being sucked into a third world 
war at a time that was not of 
America's choosing, in an area of 
the world that was not to Amer- 
ica's advantage, and in a cause 
ig was not to America's inter- 
est. 


The booby-trap which Marshall 
dodged in China was that the 
Kuomintang, the part? monopo- 
Using the control of the Govern- 
ment, had itself been captured by 
an extremist group which was 
convinced that America could be 
_— into a war with Rusa- 
sia, 

The war-with-Russia theory of 
the Kuomintang diehards was, and 
atill ia, that the civil war in China 
is nat “the real thing.” The “real 
thing” will have to an Amer- 
fcan war with Russia, in which 
America would triumph over Rus- 
sia and Kuomintang victory of 
the Chinese Communists would be 
a by-product of a Pax Amerjcana, 

arshall's refusal to have the 
place, the time and the issue dic- 
tated to him by the Kuomintang 
did not mean that his policy, as it 
developed later in the year, was to 
be a policy of appeasing Russia. 
Far from it. During the year it 
has become plainer and plainer 
that his policy is to oppose Rusaia, 
but to choose areas that would 
suit American resources and 
America’s kind of strength, and 
not to be tricked into rash moves 
by governments which have abso- 
lutely nothing to recommend them 
except their willingness to be sup- 
ported against Russia. : 
~ Greek Case an Example. 

It is clear that in Marshall's 
thinking America must rely to a 
maximum extent on supporting 
governments which gov@n with 
the support of a majority of their 
own people, or at the very least 
with the support of a large minor- 
ity of their own people.

see how wise Marshall was not to 
recommend a Greek type of en- 
tanglement in China. 

As a result of the decision not 
to wade more than ankle-deep on 
the edge of the quicksands of 
China, American policy through- 
out Asia was made to follow auit. 


As far as possible, throughout 


1947 we have followed a wait-and- 
see policy. 

It has had the advantages and 
disadvantages of all status quo 
policies, It has had the advan- 
tage of not typing down our avail- 
able resources to a ragged scatter- 
ing of points and areas all over 
the world. We have been free to 
mobilize the great majority of our 
resources and concentrate them on 
Europe. 

The inevitable disadvantage, 
however, has been that the status 
quo, as always, has not in fact 
remained a status quo. Pressures 
have mounted all over Asia, and 
when we do come to deal with the 
the problems of Asia, we shall 
find them in some ways more dif- 
ficult. Not many of them will 
have solved themselves in the 
meantime, i. 

Pressures in Japan. 

The major example of mount- 
ing pressures is in Japan rather 
than China, The balance in Japan 
has not been decisively Mapes one 
way or the other. Japan has not 
been bullt up into the No, 1 beach- 
head against Russia; but, on the 
other hand, neither have we fol- 
lowed through on any of the 
drastic reforms that would be nec- 
essary to make Japan into the 
Sweden or the Switzerland of 
Asia, 

The civilian big shots who built 
the old war machine of Japan 
have not been Ppt rey | purged, 
nor has the land reform been car- 
ried anywhere near the point 
where it would look as good to the 
peasant in the ricefield as it does 
to the bureaucrat at his desk, 

On the other hand, a huge scan- 
dal in profiteering on surplus war 
goods has been allowed to develop 
which may force the drastic use 
of some of the democratic powers 
in the Japanese Constitution. 


‘As we move into 1948, we are 


‘also rounding the turn into a 


presidential election year. It is 
hard to foretell in detail what the 
effect of American domeatic 
policies will be on American for- 
eign policy, but it is not hard to 
foresee the general effect. 

The Republicans are anxious to 
prove that the bipartisan or, as 
Senator Vandenberg calls it, the 
non-partisan policy in Europe does 
not mean that they have no for- 
eign policy ideas of their own and 
are jum “me-tooing” the Adminis- 
tration. To regain the initiative, 
they will emphasize Asia. They 
will try to be the loudest and the 
earliest in coming out with new 
policy proposals for Asia, 

And in the nature of the case 
both Republicans and Democrats, 
in talking foreign policy, ,will be 
talking more to win American 
votes than to, make friends and 
influence people in Asia and else- 
where in the world.

of German-descended Yugoslavs 
who are t ‘ng ‘forced over the 
border by the harsh policies of 
Tito. 

Immigrants to British Zone, 

I have just come back from a 
visit to the British zone, where 
3000 Yugoslav Volksdeutsch a 
week have been pouring in since 
last summer. They used to come 
in over the southern boundary, but 
lately that route is blocked. The 
main stream now comes in from 
the east, by way of Hungary—the 
Hungarians treating them kindly, 
putting them on trains and shov- 
ing them along for Austria to take 


care of. 


Their first stop on this side is 
the receiving camp at Furstenfeld, 
referred to by the British as the 
“Running Sore.” Their next is the 
quarantine camp at Strass. 

I was taken to Strass, a mile 
from the Yugoslav border, by the 
commanding officer of that camp 
and the one at Liebnitz, The camp

Pian Not Yet Sold to Voters. 


This widespread American state 
of mind is perfectly explainable, 
but the extreme urgency of the 
Marshall plan and is assuredly 
disastrous alternative for the 
American people are equally ex- 
plainable. 

All that is required is a 
systematic, coast-to-coast effort to 
put the facts behind’ ERP, and 
the true consequences of whit- 
tling it dowh to where it is bound 
to fail, before the American pub- 
lic. The alarming reality is that 
the Marshall plan has not yet been 
sold—and is not being sold—to the 
voters and taxpayers. 

As an idea; the Marshall plan is 
an all-purpose bulldozer. Give this 
bulldozer some 17 billion dollars 
worth of lubricants and materials, 
plus a four-year contract, and the 
amount of reconstruction it can 
achieve dn western Europe would 
certainly be tremendous. 

Yet, any bulldozer with insuf- 
ficient gasoline for its assigned 
job must represent little more 
than wasted effort.

To my mind this is the only 
alternative to ERP—an, unescap- 
able alternative. Even with the 
Marshall plan our United States 
defense expenditures will be al- 
most doubled—will probably top 
20 billions a year—within five 
years, Indeed, this might happen 
in three years’ time. We are 
headed for the time when almost 
50 cents of every dollar the Amer- 
ican pays in federal taxes will be 
eaten up ‘by related aspects of 
national defense. 

The only way Americans can 
escape the most crushing defense 
expenditures is through pre- 
serving free, democratic systems 
in western Europe. An invest- 
ment of 17 billion dollars in the 
Marshall plan this winter could 
well save United States taxpayers 
two or three times that amount 
(on defense costs alone) over the 
next five years.

Return to Power 


Is Main Concern

PARIS. 
HE least understood political 
movement in France today Is 
that of Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
—called the Rally of the French 
People—which claims a following 
of 1,600,000 and which captured 
more votes in the October municl- 
pal elections than any other group. 

The Communists are obviously 
working for Communism, the So- 
cialists for socialism, and other po- 
litical partſes have shown their 
colors. The RFP, however, is 
working for the return to power 
of Gen. de Gaulle, and under very 
loose planks in a very broad plat- 
form. 

In a cold, bare office across 
from the Cafe de la Paix in the 
heart of the city, Diomede Ca- 
troux, press secretary for De 
Gaulle, sits all day long, explain- 
ng the movement in, great broad 


strokes. 

First, he points out, the RFP 
is not a party, but a spontaneous 
movement of the French people, 
which has gained power because 
of disgust with the old system of 
doing things. 

According to RFP belief, the 
first ghing necessary for recovery 
of France is the return to control 
by the majority Catroux explained. 
‘France is now governed by a co- 
alition, but the people of France 
are not behind the government; the 
municipal elections showed that 
the Socialists, the Popular Repub- 
licans, and the others are not sup- 
ported by thé people. They showed 
that the people want RFP,’ said 
Catroux. 

Possible Route To Power. 

As things now stand, he added, 
it would be impossible for De 
Gaulle to come to power. The Con- 
stitution of the Fourth Republic 
provides for election of deputies 
to the chamber on a five-year 
basis. De Gaulle, however, could be 
brought to power if two-thirds vf 
the chamber asked for new elec- 
tions, which would be held within 
six weeks. This is the aim of the 
P—and Catroux is quite confl- 
dent that his group will win a ma- 
jority of votes in any election, 

“Democracy is the link between 
the citizen and the law. It is based 
on confidence. Now there is no 
confidence in the goverenment; 
the law has been turned out, and 
it is not applied.” 

He gave examples of lawless- 
ness: 

1. There have been no gasoline 
ration coupons issued in Paris for 
three months—yet all taxicabs and 
automobiles are operating. 

2. It is against the law for res- 
taurants to serve bread, sugar or 
real coffee unless customers give 
ration coupons—but all restau- 
rants serve these items. 

3. Six months ago the prefect 
of Lyons learned of large counter- 
feiting of bread coupons, and 
ordered a change in the legal 
coupons, The people of his city 
surrounded the town hall and 
forced him to revoke the order, 

In the countryside, Catroux 
added, when an agricultural in- 
spector appears, the peasants toll 
the church bells and warn the 
people, who hide their food. 

This is what has become of 
French democracy, according to 
the RFP. The answer is De 
Gaulle, they say, for “the people 
think we must restore order and 
legality—and they have confidence 
that Gen, De Gaulle will succeed.” 

The hardest plank in the RFP 
platform is its attitude toward the 
present Constitution, which places 
control in the hands of the legis- 
lative body. De Gaulle insists 
that France must have a strong

President Gerardo Machado out- 
lawed the Communist party, but 
the Reds inatigated a number of 
strikes which helped weaken his 
regime. A general work stoppage 
in 1933 which paralyzed - the 
island was considered an im- 
portant factor in the fall of 
Machado's government. 

In the months of near-anarchy 
which followed, Communiat-led 
workers and peasants, sometimes 
aided by soldiers, siezed so 40 
sugar mills and hoigted the red 
flag. 

The Soviets were halted by a 
combination of conciliation and 
force, 

Ramon Grau San Martin, who 
served as provisional president for 
a few months, legalized the con- 
federation—which Machado had 
dissolved—granted an eight-hour 
day and a law protecting native 
labor. Fulgencio Batista, former 
sergeant who became head of the 
army, meanwhile dislodged the 
Reds from the mills, 

After Grau had been. succeeded 
by provisional President Carlos 
Mendieta, Hatista followed a 
rough pplicy toward Communists 
and labor. Strikes were broken 
up with force, The army siezed 
hundreds of workers and organ- 
izers to end a general strike in 
1935. The confederation was dis- 
solved again. 

Peace With Reds in 38. 

Batista made peace with the 
Communists in 1938, In January, 
1939, the CTC—Cuban Confedera- 
ation of workers—was. organized 
in place of the funct CNOC. 
Lazaro Pena, Communist tobacco 
worker, became its secretary 
general, 

Communists took part in the 
constituent assembly and joined 
a victorious coalition supporting 
Batista in the general election, 
polling 81,000 votes. The Reds 
thus became one of the govern- 
ment parties. 

The party grew in strength and 
in 1944 attracted 130,000 votes for 
Batista’s candidate, Carlos Sala- 
drigas, winning three of the 54 
Senate seats and seven of 136 in 
the House, Grau, however, was 
elected president, 

Grau had campaigned on an 
anti-communist platform, but 
shortly after he took office a 
truce was effected in which the 
Communists agreed to support the 
government and. to share labor 
control with Grau‘s Autentico 
party. The Communists, however, 
maneuvered enough sympathizers 
into independent seats to retain 
their dominance in the CTC. 

In the 1946 election the Com- 
munists drew about 200,000 of 
2,250,000 votes and gained two 
more seats in the house. The 
party president, Juan Marinello, 
was chosen vice president of the 
Senate. 

The union between Reds and 
Government lasted until this year 
when the Communists charged 
corruption in the Cabinet, opposed 
any attempt of Grau to be re 
elected, urged a diplomatic break 
with Spain and demanded an end 
of the black market. The Gov- 
ernment responded with a cam- 
paign to wrest union contro! from 
the Communists. The fight is still 
going on and the issue is in doubt. 

Many Impoveristied Workers, 

In the first place, Cuba has a 
large class of impoverished work- 
ers to whom Red appeals are pri- 
marily addressed, Although the 
country is mainly agricultural, the 
agriculture is industrialized. The 
sugar plantation is the backbone 
of the economy. Comparatively 
few farmers work their own land. 

There is no strong peasant class. 
The agricultural population con- 
sists overwhelmingly of wage- 
earners. Their labor ig monoto- 
nous and mostly seasonal. 

This has been a prosperous year 
for Cuba, with a big. sugar crop 
sold at good prices. There is plen- 
ty of money in circulation—$90

Ha“ is a book so scholarly 
and thoughtful, so packed 
with ideas and information 
that one’s only real regret con- 
cerning it is that its cost ($20) 
will be beyond many to whom it 


might be supremely useful. The 
book is a true compendium of 


the traditions and development; 


of domestic design of our coun- 
try covering a period of 300 
years. 

It comes as no surprise to 
those who know Mr. Rogers and 
his distinguished career in the 
museum world that he has writ- 
ten a fine book. But, since he 
has managdd to distill in à rela- 
tively brief volume so much of 
the historic and philosophic 
background material over and 
above the essential information 
concerning the artistic aspects 
of his subject, his book is a 
“must” for all amateurs and 
scholars in the field as well as 
for those exceptional decorators, 
stage designers, and architects 
who are rightly concerned with 
more than the mere surface ap- 
pearance of the artistic past of 
our cowntry.

But 
if, like Sartre, one leaves God 
out (though there are Christian 
existentialists), then man must 
have come into existence first. 
Only afterwards could there have 
been any idea about the essence 
of man's nature. Before man 
existed there was no one to have 
an idea, and no one to have an 
idea about. And exactly that is 
what the existentialists mean by 
their slogan: Existence precedes 
essence. And it is this emphasis 
upon existence first which gave 
the movement its name, 
T intelligent man, an intelli- 
gent existentialist at least, is 
almost sure to be anxious, des- 
perate and forlorn. Forlorn be- 
cause he knows that he alone 
must decide what he must be. 
Desperate because, even after he

Sartre denies, howgver, that it 
is a pessimistic philosophy.

Which leads us to inquire how 
this destiny may be discovered 
and fulfilled.” 

To this queation, Sartre's 
answer, at least as developed 
here, is not wholly ac zquate. We

This 
does not quite mean, however, 
that existentialism offers no 
guide at all. If that were the

T. LOUIS had two great 
8 builders hard at work in the 

60s and 708. One was 
Capt. James Buchanan Dads, 
busily engaged overcoming one 
obstacle after another to con- 
found the engineering and bus 
ness worlds with his ploneering 
bridge, The other was William 
Torrey Harris, editor, philos- 
opher and trail-blazing superin- 
tendent of public schools. These 
biographies tell the stories of 
their crowded lives and their 
many achievements. 

Eads, a native of Lawrence- 
burg, Ind., came to St. Louis 
earlier than Harris, son of Con- 
necticut, and stayed longer. He 
was only 13 when his family 
settled here and his first ac- 
quaintance with the community 
was as a thin, pale apple seller 
on the streets. There were 
periods of considerable absence 
but he was in reality a St. 
Louisan up to the time of his 
death in 1887 at Nassau, in the 
Bahamas, 


Harris did not arrive until 
shortly before the Civil War and 
he went off to Concord to live 
among the New England philos- 
ophers in 1881. Yet in that span 
he put the St. Louis schools in 
the forefront of public education 
in the nation. His 13 annual 
reports of innovations, experi- 
ments and progress were notable 
news events. Fellow educators 
awaited them eagerly and they 
came to be known and studied 
in Europe as well. 

Much of the time, Harris 
edited the truly historic Journal 
of Speculative Philosophy, which 
presented the first English trans- 
lations of works of Hegel, Fichte, 
Schelling and other noted conti- 
nental thinkers. Susan Blow's 
public school kindergarten, the 
first in the nation, was one of 
the new ideas which this “Yan- 
kee teacher“ installed and en- 
couraged, 

Miss Dorsey tells the Eads 
story with scrupulous concern 
for the. facts and full apprecia- 
tion that these facts make a 
human interest drama, which 
needs no romantic adornment. 
She gives us an honest as well 
as vivid portrait that will recall 
to many her splendid study of 
Henry Miller Shreve, master of

In a short foreword, the late 
Nicholas Murray Butler de- 
scribes Harris as an outetand- 
ing mind in the history of 
American life.“ His biographer, 
Dr. Leidecker, has given us a 
book which deserves, as does

HE‘critical literature dealing 
T the life and works of 

Thomas Mann is as volumi- 
nous as the writings of Mann 
himself. Its peculiarity is in its 
virtual unanimity. His artistic 
magnitude is so generally con- 
ceded that the arena of discus- 
sion offers little temptation to 
the mere controversialist since 
his voice would never be heard 


above the chorus of interpreta- 
tion and commendation. 


At this moment of his emi- 
nence and at the age of 72 
Thomas Mann lives at. Santa 
Monica, Calif., within the same 
atmosphere that nourishes the 
calculated infantilism‘ of Holly- 
wood. If he sees anything para- 
doxical in being cheek by jowl 
with one of the most enervating 
phenomena of his time he gives 
no eyidence of it. From all re- 
ports his energies are still ex- 
panding. He shows none of the 
psychological infirmities peculiar 
to the exile and for the best of 
reasons. He is not in exile and 
couldn't be. He has brought the 
best part of his German heritage 
with him and has made it a part 
of an enlarged consciousness, one 
that comprehends his fellow 
creatures according to a system 
of universal values. 


His refusal to return to Ger- 
many cannot be attributed alto- 
gether to a sensitive avoidance 
of the scars of barbarism or to 
any obligation he may have 
undertaken in becoming an 
American citizen or to his hav- 
ing re-established a pattern of 
family life. The newness of per- 
spective probably has an advan- 
tage for him. For that matter 
he was never a specifically Ger- 
man writer, except perhaps, in 
his early novel Buddenbrooks“ 
and even ,there the principle of 
decay that he described had Its 
paralléls all over Europe. 

M world groping for new 

values, or at the very 
least, for a new orientation of 
man and his values, is abun- 
dantly manifest in “The Stature 
of Thomas Mann” (New Direc- 
tions, New York) a critical an- 
thology compiled and edited by 
Charles Neider. The book con- 
tains more than 60 essays by fel. 
low novelists, critics, poets, pub- 
lishers, musiciah&s, journalists 
and members of the Mann fam- 
ily. All in all it constitutes an 
exhaustive study of the subject 
and despite its variety it is a 
little stupefying in the consis- 
tency of its fascinated bemuse- 
ment if one goes at it steadily. 
For that reason I advise, in the 
interest of preserving a freshness 
of reaction, that it be read with 
frequent interruptions. Nor is 
it important that one should fol- 
low the contents in the order 
laid out by the editor for wher- 
ever the eye falls, there is likely 
to be something that will be re- 
warding, 

Robert Morss Lovett's essay 
on Buddenbrooks“ should re- 
assure the possible reader who 
has avoided Thomas Mann's nov- 
els because he has no taste for 
the morbid and has heard that 
one book is peopled with con- 
sumptives and another treats of 
perversion and cholera. As Mr. 
Lovett points out, “there is a 
beauty inherent in decay“ and 
“the term decadence implies an 
increase in refinement and sen- 
sibility as well as aAlecrease in 
vitality.“ This can be applied to 
“The Magic Mountain” and 
“Death in Venice,“ too. For 
while the theme of dissolution is 
unmistakable, it's chief mean- 
ing is symbolical. 

The polyglot characters who 
gather on “The Magic Moun- 
tain“ are all physically sick and 
are therefore peculiarly suited to 
represent the more malignant if 
less ponderable sickness that has 
overtaken all of Europe.

There Are Too Many Crimes to Avenge

VOLOS, Greece—Greece is a 
hard, cruel country. The ancient 
Kentucky mountain feuds—the 
Hatfields and the McCoys—were 
mild indeed in comparison with 
the current civil strife here. 

There is no use trying to figure 


out who started any of the little 
individual wars of vengeance now 
going on everywhere. It's like an 
atomic chain reaction—almost im- 
possible to stop. 

If a man’s brother is killed here 
the man swears vengeance— 
against the entire family of the 
one who committed the crime. 

Even if some mighty man could 
press a button and stop Greece's 
civil war, it would not mean peace. 
There are too many terrible debts 
to be paid off—too many crimes 
to avenge. 

“I will bury the hatchet,” a 
clean - shaved, American - educated 
lad told me, "in the back of the 
swine who killed my father.” The 
Speaker was a lawyer, trained to 
live gently by the law books.

The other day—here in Volos— 
a girl in her teens was sentenced 
to die. She had sent a food pack- 
age, through the underground, to 
her brother who had joined the 
Communist-led guerrillas in the 
hills. That's collaborating with the 
enemy. Punishable by death. 

So sometime this week they'll 
take her out to a barren field and 
a line of soldiers will shatter her 
thin form as she is silhouetted 
against the beautiful snow-covered 
mountains, Then a young lleu- 
tenant, who probably has a girl- 
friend her very age, will step for- 
ward and put a bullet in her brain 
—the fi touch. He'll hold the 
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taker—if one is permitted—will 
see the powder burns on her fore- 
head. 


Last week—just a few miles 
from where I sit typing these lines 
—three Greek national guardsmen 
were ambushed and overpowered 
by a band of guerrillas. Their 
me and arms were tied together. 

hey were saturated with gaso- 
line and someone flipped a match, 

That was all—it was enough. 


The father of a girl who works 
for the American mission here 
was kidnaped by the guerrillas, 
He was a rich man and they de- 
manded 500 gold sovereigns. She 
paid off by the traditional.mysteri- 
ous hokey-pokey of kidnapers the 
world over: 

“Leave the money at the base 
of the old oak tree at 2 am. 
bring no one with you.” 

The family raised the sum. Then 
waited, praying, in their home. 
Nobody came for 24 hours—then 
a letter through the mall: 

“If you can raise 500 gold sover- 
eigns you can raise 500 more.” 

In still another nearby village 
the guerrillas appeared at night, 
broke into the Mayor’s house, 
stuck a Tommygun in his ribs. 
They would fire the town unless 

a large quantity of bread was pro- 
* at once. 

Ten women were put to work 
baking bread, The guerillas kept 
their promise took the bread and 
returned to their mountain hide- 
outs. 

But someone, someone with a 


terrible, maybe a’ justified, hate, 
had put poison in the bread, 
few days later the rebels returned, 
marched the 10 women through 
the main street, then shot them 
down. 


I know a man here who owns 
the railroad that runs from Volos 
to Larissa, some 40 miles away— 
a railroad always under fire by 
the guerrillas; always 
mined, shot at, sabotaged. 

When the war started in 1940, 
when the followers. of Benito Mus- 
solini marched in from Albania, 
the line had 30 engines. Now 
only three are working; three are 
being repaired. The rest were 
either destroyed by the Italians, 
the Germans or the guerrillas, The 
line, of course, is bankrupt, and 
the employes have not been paid 
in weeks, 


The countryside around here is 
studded with villages that years 
ago would have delighted the tour- 
ist. Shepherds plod after their 
flocks. The trees are fruitful with 
olives, oranges, pears, apples.

“Your job is to kill them,” he 
says, with an Oxford accent.

$50,000 TOP MAN 
OF GRAN MARKET 


J. O. McClintock, Native 
of Missouri, Executive 
Head of Chicago Board 
of Trade. 


CHICAGO, Sask 3 (AP)—From 
Missouri farm boy to a $50,000-a- 
year job as top executive officer 
of the world’s leading grain ex- 
change is the record of J, O. Mc- 


Clintock, who this week became 


executive vice president of the 
Chicago Board of Trade. 


The executive vice presidency 
is a newly created post. McClin- 
tock—he’s called “Mac” by the 
grain trade—hasg it on a five-year 
contract. He assumed the job last 


Friday. 

McClintock’s agricultural rcots 
go back ‘to a farm in Atchison 
county, in the extreme northwest- 
ern corner of Miissouri. There, 
near the town of Fairfax, he ‘was 
born in 1887, The farm now ia 
owned by McClintock's brothers, 
while McClintock owns one in ad- 
joining Nodaway county. 

“I don’t get out to the farm 
more than four or five times a 
year,” McClintock says. I'm 
running down to Washington 
more often than out to Missouri,” 

Grew Up on Farm. 

Growing up on the farm, Mc- 
Clintock performed the typical 
farm boy's rural chores. His edu- 
cational background was of the 
little red schoolhouse variety, but 
he did get to college—Tarkio Col- 
lege, a Missouri institution which 
had less than 100 students. He 
returned to the farm before grad- 
uating 

McClintock doesn't fit the cari- 
carture of a bloated capitalist. 
Now in the sixties, he stands close 
to six feet. 
figure is trim. No bald head— 
he’s got a good shock of hair, 
mostly grey. No black cigar—he 
smokes cigarettes. He dresses 
conservatively, favoring brown 
suits. 

He married a neighboring farm 
girl when he was 19. They now 
live in Oak Park, a Chicago su- 
burb. 

“I left the farm and went into 
the grain business when I was 25 
years old,” MecClintock says. 1 
started as manager of a smal 
country grain elevator in Mis- 
souri.” 

From that point on the story is 
all grain business. He held a suc- 
cession of jobs in various firms 
throughout the southwest — St. 
Louis, Wichita, Kansas City. 

Never Traded in Futures, 

This is purely a cash grain 
background and even today Mo- 
Clintock can say, “I've never 
stepped into a futures trading pit 
in my life, I’ve never bought or 
sold anything there for myself or 
for anyone else.“ 
is against futures dealings. Quite 
the opposite. 

“Futures,” McClintock gays, 
provide the means where the 
speculative risks in handling grain 
is transferred from the cash 
trade to speculators,” 

What Mi og happen if the grain 
trade tri to get along without 
futures .trading? 

In that case,” McClintock says, 
‘it would be the cash dealers who 
would be speculating. And they 
would have to charge a higher 
mark-up for their job of moving 
and: storing grain.” 

McClintock points out that 
grain crops are harvested within 
a few weeks, Then part of the 
grain is stored in elevators until 
it eventually moves into consumer 
channels—months later. 

Explains Hedging. 

“When the elevator firm buys 
that grain it sells futures,” Mc- 
Clintock says. “If prices go down, 
the firm will have a profit on its 
operation in futures equal to its 
loss on cash grain, That's known, 
as hedging and it means the firm 
can handle grain at a smaller 
mark-up than otherwise. 

“If cash grain firms didn’t have 
the insurance provided by hedg- 
ing, they'd have to protect them- 
selves by a wider spread between 
their buying and selling prices for 
cash grain. It would mean lower 
prices to producers or higher 


| 


prices to consumers, or both. 
“And it’s the speculator in the 


No fat paunch—his | 


futures market who makes it pos- 
sible for cash firms to hedge.” 

McClintock joined the Board of 
Trade in 1934, when he was mana- 
ger of the Chicago Branch of the 
Farmers National Grain Corpora- 
tion, a nationwide farmer co-op- 
erative for marketin grain, 
After a hectic existence, this or- 
ganization dissolved in 1938. 

Just before the wind-up of 
Farmers National, McClintock 
moved over to the Continental 
Grain Co.—one of the largest re- 
ceivers, shippers and exporters of 
grain in the country. 

Like all grain men, McClintock 
places most responsibility for cur- 
rent high grain prices on large ex- 
ports, although he sees domestic 
consumer purchasing power as an- 
other potent factor. 

ow Government Buys. 

McClintock says government 
buying of cash grain is immediate- 
ly reflected in the price of fu- 
tures, explaining this is how it 
works: 

“The Commodity Credit Corpor- 
ation will phone my former firm 
—Continental Grain Co.—and buy 
some wheat from us, They know 
we've hedged that grain by selling |* 
futures and they tell us the price 
they'll say is that at which we can 
buy back those futures, plus a few 
cents markup a bushel. 

“The CCC tells us in which mar- 
ket we should try to buy futures, 
and at what price. If we buy 
them, that ends the transaction, If 
we can't buy them at the CCC 
figure, we phone the CCC and 
tell thm so. 

“Then they may tell us to bid a 
little higher, or they may say to 
wait a day and try to buy at a 
lower price tomorrow. In any 
case, the government grain buy- 
ing program operates through fue 
tures, and the futures price re- 
flects that buying.” 

McClintock became president of 
the board in 1947, The presidency 
was—and will continue to be—a 
non-paid position. As in the past, 
it will be an elective post held by 
a man who had other business in- 
terests, within the grain trade. 

McClintock has resigned from 
Continental and will devote all 
his time to the business of the 
Board as executive vie president. 

“We found a man couldn't head 
the board and still work at his

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NAZI SCIENTISTS 


INCREDULOUS WHEN 
ATOM BOMB STRUCK 


U.S. Professor Says Germans 
Were Completely Taken 
by Surprise. 


CHICAGO (UP)—German scien- 
tists knew nothing of the Manhat- 
tan project until they heard a 
dinner-time broadcast on Aug. 6, 
1945, giving the first news of the 
atomic bomb attack on Hiroshima, 

So says Dr. Samuel A. Goudsmit, 
Northwestern . professor 
of physica, 

Goudsmit, in a book entitled 
“Alsos,” which tells about his work 
with an intelligence until sent te 
investigate German ‘scientific ac- 
tivity after the invasion of Europe, 
said the scientists were taken 


completely by surprise, 

“The initial reaction of the Ger- 
man physicists ... was one of ut- 
ter incredulity,” he said. 

“ ‘Impossible,’ they said. ‘It can’t 
be an atomic bomb,’ one of their 
number said. ‘It’s probably propa- 
ganda, just as it was in Germany.’ 

“That being settled, the German 
acientists were able to finish their 
dinner in peace and even partially 
digest it. The impact on the scien- 
tists was shattering. ... At one 
stroke, all their self-confidence 
was gone, and the belief in their 
own scientific superiority gave 
way to an intense feeling of des- 
pair and futility.” 


Shortly thereafter several young 
German scientists hit upon a “bril- 
liant rationalization” of their fail- 


ure, Goudsmit recounted. 

“This, then,” he said, “was to be 
the new theme song of German 
science: Germany worked on the 
uranium problem for peaceful 
uses Only; the allies, for purposes 


of destruction.” 

Goudsmit warned that such talk 
is being used to spread again the 
legend of German “scientific su- 
periority.” They want the world to 
think, he said, that only the Ger- 
mans were attempting to utilize 
atomic energy for the „good of 
mankind. 

The name of the book ‘came 
from the title of the intelligence 
mission, of which he was scien- 
tific head. “Alsos,” the Greek name 
for Groves, was used because the 
mission was under orders of Maj.

Will Germany Ever Pay? 

Some day, when the many un- 
certainties concerning Germany's 
future have been eliminated, Brit- 
ish and American authorities will 
take the German receipts for food 
delivered, ignore the blocked ac- 
count of marks, and figure out 
what the Germans owe, The big 
question then is whether the Ger- 
mans ever can pay the bill. 

Food sent to Germany by Britain 
and the United States becomes a 
German responsibility as soon as 
the ship bringing it reaches port. 
When a cargo of wheat, for exam- 
ple, reaches Bremen, a German 
agent of the bizonal administra- 
tion for food and agriculture re- 
ceives it, formally signs a receipt 
for the joint export-import agency, 
and “pays” for the cargo in 
blocked marks. 

The wheat, which costs the War 
Department $120 a ton delivered 
in Germany, is “paid for“ at the 
German legal price, which ‘can 
not be converted into dollara, This 
amount is added to the blocked 
account, 

The German bizonal agent then 
turns the wheat over to German 
wheat brokers, as in the days be- 
fore Hitler began tinkering with 
the German economy. The 
broker handles the wheat exactly 
as if it had been grown and 
threshed in lower Saxony. He pays 
the German food administration 
the legal price for it, then con- 
signs it to millera or ‘wholesalers 
fn the German area for which the 
wheat is destined. 

These wholesalers must have a 
certificate to operg They, in 
turn, ship the wheat by rail or 
barge to the mills, The miller 
golla the flour, at the legal price, 
to bakers and food handlers, who 
then sell the flour or Sread to 
the public—in exchange for the 
legal retail price and ratio 
tickets.

These findings by Wilbur 8. 
Smith, technical adviser of the 
Eno Foundation, are reported in 
the Law Enforcement Bulletin of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 


tion.

The Eno foundation specializes 
In the study and analysis of traf- 
fie problems. 

Smith made an extensive study 
of the relationship of parking to 
traffic safety in cities and rural 
areas. His findings were original- 
** published in the Traffic Quar- 
erly 

‘Curb Parking Expensive, 


“Curb parking is expensive be- 
yond computation and contributed 
other one factor 
to traffic congestion,” Smith says. 
“It is a traffic maxim that any 
obstacle to traffic movement cre- 
ates congestion and it is equally. 
true that congestion causes acci- 
dents.” 

Surveys indicate that about 17 
per cent of city accidents and 10 
per cent of rural-accidents involve 
vehicles which are parked, ma- 
neuvering into or from a parked 
position, or are stopped in traffic. 
Five per cent of pedestrians killed 
in cities and six per cent of those 
killed in rural areas entered the 
roadway from behind parked cars. 

Smith says the indirect influ- 
ence of angle parking on accidents 
is greater than that of parallel 
parking. He says drivers leav- 


Ing angle parking places are in- 


clined to move their cars blindly 
into the traffic stream, thereby 
forcing moving cars to swerve. 

Also, to avoid collision with cars 
parked at an angle, drivers tend 
to “ateet clear" of the rear of such 
vehicles, often clearing them by as 
much as five or six feet. Some of 
them drive with their left wheels 
over the centerline. 

U-Turn Hazard. 

“Another hazard created by 
angle parking,” says Smith, “is 
that of drivers making U-turns 
across on-coming traffic to enter 
curb spaces on the opposite side 
of roadways.”

SEATTLE, Jan. 3 (AP) — Univer- 
sity of Washington acientists re- 
ported yesterday experiments have 
shown that microplankton organ- 
isms act as radioactivity carriers“ 
in Bikini waters, keeping the wa- 
ters radioactive. 


The report on the role of the 
organiams as aquatic “Typhoid 
Marys” came from Dr. Lauren R. 
Donaldson, director of the univer- 
sity’s applied fisheries laboratory, 
and Arthur D. Welander, fisheries 
instructor. Both men participated 
in the Bikini atomic bomb tests 
and re-survey lest summer. 

Dr. Donaldson said the micro- 
plankton, the basic element of 
food changes in the sea, carry the 
lethal radioactivity and transmit 
it to other forms of aquatic life 
that feed on them. 

He gaid they apparently pick up 
the radiation from plant life deep 
in the lagoon and bring it to the 
surface. Barnacles and algae on 
the bottom of ships are believed to 
absorb the radiation as they feed 
on the minute organfamas, thereby

In contrast to the jittery feel- 
ing held by many leaders in the 
real estate business at the end 
of 1946, many of them came to 
the end of 1947 imbued with new 
confidence, 

The year 10947 had been antici- 
pated as a year of uncertainty, but 
most of those who worked at it 
ended the year with sales and 
service records equalling or bet- 
tering their all-time figures. 

Several factors that figured in 
the uncertainty with which 1947 
was opened ‘had been eliminated 
entirely, or in some degree, by 
year’s end; no wild break had oc- 
curred in the economic stability of 
real property, and there appeared, 
as December came to a close, the 
likelihood of continued stability, 


with gradual adjustment through 
94. * 


From May of 1946, when both 
sales and prices reached an all- 
time peak in the St. Louls area, 
there was a gradual downtrend in 
salen and some uncertainty about 
The price structure through May 
of 1947, Then there came a level 
ing off, a new firmness, in which 
prices rem ed fairly constant 
while sales began to increase. 

In the latter half of 1045, there 
were a good many sales of prop- 
erties by corporations for the at- 
tainment of better tax positions, 
but this slowed almost to a stop 
during 1046, and there appears to 
have been few such transactions 
here during 1947. 

Profit taking by speculators and 
by some long-term investors, 
which moved into high-gear in the 
early half of 1046, also was a fac- 
tor missing from the bulk of mar- 
ket act vity during most of 1947. 

The {bulk of 1047 purchases of 
di classes of property in this area 
have been purchases for use, rath- 
er than for marginal speculation 
on a relatively short-term basis, 
and it is the opinion of brokers 
and mortgage men that this makes 
for a sounder general condition 
than pertains under other condil- 
tions, 

What investment buying (exclu- 
alive of use buying) there has 
been appears to have been based 
on long-term considerations, rath- 
er than on any view to quick 
_ profits.

COST OF MONEY, 
LIKE ALL ELSE, 


ADVANCED IN / 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP)—The 
long struggle over the cost of 
money reached a dramatic climax 
late in 1947 when the Federal Re- 
serve System startled the New 
York money market by lowering 
its support prices for U. 8. Govern- 
ment bonds, 

This action was preceded by a 
long decline in prices not only in 
federal bonds but top-grade and 
more speculative corporate issues 
as well. As prices went down, the 
yield, or rate of return went up. 

At the close of the year’s last 
session of the bond market, the 
Associated Press average of 10 
representative low-yield bonds (lo- 
sues of companies which can, be- 
cause of their high credit stand- 
ing, borrow money at the loweat 
rate possible) stood at 106.0, the 
lowest since 1939. This compared 
with a 1947 high of 116.5 and a 
1946 high of 120.2. 

Federal Reserve Sold First. 


Early in the year the Federal | nter 


Reserve found it necessary to sell 
long-term Government issues to 
keep prices from rising. But by 
November the reversal in trend 


Conshet 
had gone so far that the system Cantet 


stepped in to stabilize the market. 

The extent of the decline could 
be measured by the change in 
yield on the key Victory Loan 
Ius of 1967-1972. At the top price 
of the year, this fasue sold high 
enough to yield around 2.25 per 
cent.

Behind Move. 
Decisive evidence that 
oblique promise was lacking at 
the turn of the year. The Gov- 
ernment bond market first 
learned of the new Treasury pol- 
icy on the day before Christmas. 
Shortly thereafter the system pur- 
chased millions of dollars worth 
of Governments to support prices 
but in dealings in the last day of 
the year, buying from sources 
other than federal made its ap- 
pearance for the first time on any 
appreciable scale. This buying, 
however, was confined principally 
to shorter term issues. 
The strategy behind the new 


federal policy was but one prong 


of a many-sided offensive 
planned as a counter-inflationary 
thrust. The ultimate aim of the 
program was to maintain continu- 
our pressure against the Reserve 
position of member banks 
thus operate to contract the bank- 
ing system's credit base.

DESIGNED TO HELP 
40,000. REFUGEES 


Catalogue, to Be Sent to 
Many Nations; Gives 
Data on Their Skills 


and Training.

GENEVA, Jan. 3 (AP) — A 
human mail order catalogue is 
being prepared here by the reset- 
tlement department of the Inter- 
national Refugee Organization. 

Faced with the difficult task of 
finding new homes fer more than 
40,000 displaced persons with 
technical training and skills, the 
department, under the direction of 
vivacious, dark-haired Anne Ver- 
muelen, of Antwerp, Belgium, has 
begun compiling a list of indi- 
vidual refugees for circulation to 
governments and interested or- 
ganizations, 

The first installment of the list, 
containing more than 120 names, 
will be sent out early this year.“ 
Other installments will follow at 
intervals. 

The lists will provide complete 
information about each individual, 
his age, nationality, background, 
training, experience and other 
qyalifications, as well as similar 
information about- each member 
of his family. | 

Freedom of Choice. 

Potential immigrant-receivin 
countries will be able to selec 
persons from the catalogue to as- 
sist their economic, industrial or 

cultural development, to ex- 
tend their social or medical serv- 
ices, or to train their own tech- 
nicians in a particular field. In- 
dividual displaced persons how- 
ever, will be free to accept or re- 
ject any offers. 

A new registration of specialists 
among the 1,500,000 displaced por: 
ons in Europe and Asia is being 
undertaken by the IRO, and is 
expected to uncover more than 
40,600 technical and scientific 
workers eligible “for inclusion in 
the catalogue. “ty 

To control the registration of 
experts, the IRO has set up spe- 
cial boards of refugees in each 
camp to check claims and give 
some assurance the qualifications 
specified in the catalogue are 
geunine. 

The first edition of the cata- 
logue runs from agronomist to 
&-ray technigian, It includes phy- 
sicians, dentists, surgeons, archi- 
tects, chemists, dieticians, en- 
gineers, nurses, teachers, inter- 
preters, veterinarians and a score 
of other professions. 

Their nationalities are as diverse 
as their qualifications, including 
Poles, Estonlans, Hungarians, 


_Yugoslavs, Latvians, Czechs, 


Ukrainians and Lithuanians, as 
‘well as a substantial number who 


_@escribe themselves as “stateless.”

a few Germans who suffered Nazi 
persecution and isolated cases 
from western Europe. 

The first installment of the 

catalogue contains many cases 
such as that of Mrs. Olena Mura- 
chiwska, 47-year-old neuro-pathol- 
ogist from Poland, who now lives 
with her 23-year-old daughter, a 
medical student in an Austrian 
DP camp. Mrs. Murachiwska, a 
widow, was born in Russia, but 
became a Polish citizen by mar- 
riage in 1928. Now she is Classed 
as “stateless.” She was a member 
of hospital staffs and in private 
practice for many years before 
the war. 
Then there is 41-year-old Branco 
Milimestic, ‘a civil engineer from 
Yugoslavia, graduate of the Uni- 
versiyt of Zagreb, specialist in soil 
amelioration, municipal planning, 
@urveying and railroad construc- 
tion. He worked on the Yugoslav 
state railways until 1945, when he 
fled to Italy, where he now lives 
in a D. P. camp. 

Human Misfortunes Listed. 
Page after page, the list givens 
limpses of the misfortunes of 
uropeans uprooted by the war. 
A stateless former Russian, can- 

cer specialist, survivor of three

camps, tend to concentrate on un- 
skilled and semi-skilled manual 
workers. As a result, trained 
specialists have found their skills 
a handicap.

There are 26 surviving sons and 
daughters of American Presidents, 
What has happened to these one- 
time favorites of the White House 
and what they are doing today 
offers an inte panorama on 
the fate of the children of famous 
fathers.

N New Year’s Eve, a pretty, 

round-faced girl entertained 

100 friends at a dance in the 
East Room of the White House, 
The daughter of Harry 8. Truman, 
thirty-third President of the 
United States, was hostess at a 
watch night party in the execu- 
tive mansion. 

There was youthful holiday 
laughter in the White House 70 

ears ago on New Year's Eve, too. 

t bubbled out of Fanny Hayes, 10, 
daughter of the nation’s nine 
ore President, Rutherford B. 
ayes, Then she ** a happy 
child, Today she is K happy old 
lady, still hale, active and witty. 

She spent a quiet New Year's 
Eve this year in Lewiston, Me. It 
is doubtful if she even thought of 
those other New Year's Eves 
spent in the White House so long, 
long ago. 

The old lady, now wrapped in 
obscurity, and Margaret Truman. 
so pleasantly bathed in kleigs, are 
but two of the 26 living sons and 
daughters of American Presidents. 

These 25, 15 bons and 10 daugh- 
ters, range in age from James R. 
Garfield, 82, an immensely suc- 
cessful attorney in Cleveland, O., 
to Margaret Truman, 23, whose 
operatic ambitions have gotten 
her as far as a concert tour. 

The 25 are as divergent as 
Francis Grover Cleveland, 44, the 
stage-struck son of President 
Grover Cleveland, and Senatgr 
Robert Taft, 68, apparently deter- 
mined to follow in the presidential 
footsteps of his late father, Wil- 
liam Howard Taft. Or as unlike 
as publicity-shy John B. Coolidge, 
41, and exuberant, front-pager 
Elliott Roosevelt, 37. 

The life span of these 25 covers 
more than eight decades in which 
the mores, manners, beliefs, re- 
ligion,.morals, politica and policies 
of the world have drastically al- 
tered. | 

They range through men and 
women brought up in a strictly 
candle-lit world, both in actuality 
and in political concepts, to the 
girl now in the White House 
whose political memories do not 
go beyond the New Deal. 

Yet the very resiliency and 
adaptability of this nation is re- 
flected in the daughter of the na- 
tion's nineteenth President, Fanny 
Hayes, This woman, who as a 
88 girl romped through the 

hite House in a horse-and-buggy 


‘era, now, at 80 years of age, drives 


her 1941 automobile expertly and 
with aplomb. 

And it is reflected in Archibald 
Roosevelt, 53; who took his pet 
pony from the first to second floor 
in the White House passenger ele- 
vator when his father, Theodore 
Roosevelt, was President, and who 
served his country with distine- 
tion in two world wars dominated 
by the internal combustion engine.

F many Americans are surprised 
to learn that Fanny Hayes, a 
child of the nation’s nineteenth 

President, still survives, they may 
be equally amazed to know that 
four children of James A. Gar- 
field, twentieth President, still live 
and flourish, 

The spotlight which once beat 
so fiercely on President Grover 
Cleveland scarcely casts a glow 
on the two sons and two daugh- 
ters who survive him, or on the 
daughter who survives Benjamin 
Harrison, who served as Chief 
Executive from 1889 to 1898. 

But no Roosevelt, whether Re- 
publican or Democratic, accepts 
obscurity without a struggle. Con- 
sequently, the two daughters and 
the son who survive Theodore 
Roosevelt still make news, if not 
as frequently or as forcibly as the 
four sons and daughter who sure 
vive Franklin D, Roosevelt. 

Only one of Woodrow Wilson's 
trio of daughters, so much pub- 
licized in their White House days, 
still lives, and she quietly and 
without ballyhoo.

EFORE the turn of the cen- 
B tury a murder trial involving 

poison was a battle of experts. 
The prosecution presented an ar- 
ray of witnesses who testified that 
the autopsy indicated murder. 
The defense countered with a pa- 
rade of an equal number of im- 
posing experts who solemnly de- 


nied the possibility of poison. 
The bewildered jury was in the 


middle and, no matter what its 


decision, the verdict always was 
open to doubt and debate. The 
complete facts of one of New 
York's sensational murder trials 
are presented here. See if you 
agree with the jury. 

On the last day of January 1891, 
a group of giggling girls, shoes in 
hand, crept up the stairs of a 
fashionable finishing school on 
West Fortieth street, opposite 
Bryant Park, 

The girle had been to a concert 
and then had slipped out to walk 
on Fifth avenue while daring 
young men called to them from 
carriages. 

It was now 10:30 p.m., a half- 
hour past the school curfew, and 
the girls were hoping to make 
their rboms undetected. ; 

They paused on the third floor 
and peered into the bedroom of 
Helen Potts, who had not attended 
the concert, 

Helen was an object of romantic 
interest in the school. A talented 
and beautiful 19-year-old girl, she 
was under the medical care of her 
beau, Carlyle Harris, a senior at 
the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons. He had prescribed some 
pills for her, 

Helen roused sleepily as her 
friends tiptoed in. She appeared 
dazed and spoke of lovely dreams 
she had had after taking a pill. 

A few moments later, however, 
she complained of feeling numb 
and not being able to see. 

“Don’t let me fall asleep,” she 
pleaded with her schoolmates. “If 
I do I'll never wake up.” 

Several times she called out, 
“Carl, Carl.“ : 

The frightened girls notified 
Miss Day, principal of the board- 
ing school, who summoned a Dr. 
Fowler, The physician found that 
the pretty girl was under the in- 
fluence of a drug. An empty pill- 
“ter was on a table alongside the 

ed.

HEN the doctor learned that 
Harris had been attending his 
sweetheart he sent a messen- 
ger to. summon the medical 


student, who lived on East Seven- 


teenth street with his wealthy 
grandfather. Harris had just re- 
turned from a visit out of town. 

He said he had written a pre 
scription for six quinine capsules, 
each one containing a grain of 
morphine, after Helen complained 
about a headache. The prescrip- 
tion was filled at McIntyre’s . 
Store on Sixth avenue and he ha 
given Helen four capsules, keepin 
the other two. The pharmacis 
was checked and was certain he 
had made no error in compound- 
ing the pills. 
„The puzzled physician sum- 
moned several associates and they 
worked during the night in an at- 
tempt to keep the girl alive, but 
she slipped into a coma and died 
the follawing morning, Sunday, 
Feb. 1. 

The coroner was notified and 
his physicians performed an

autopsy. After they reported that 
the girl's heart had been weak- 
ened by influenza, Helen was 
buried in Asbury Park, 

The verdict of death from natu- 
ral causes should have closed the 
incident, but the romantic minded 
young girls at the finishing school 
were sorely ‘disappointed in the 
conduct of Carlyle Harris. Instead 
of showing concern about his dy- 
ing sweetheart when he was sum- 
moned to. her bedside, he asked 
Dr. Fowler, “Is this going to get 
me into trouble?” 

When Helen died his thoughts 
again were of himself. “My God, 
what will become of me?” he said, 

The chattering of the schoolgirls 
and the strange circumstances of 
Helen’s death attracted the atten- 
tion of newspaper reporters and 
cautiously worded stories appeared 
in the press. 

All of this so disturbed Mrs. 
Potts, mother of the dead girl, that 
on March 21 she appeared at the 
office of District Attorney De- 
Lancey Nicoll and asked for an 
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investigation. Her story set New 
York to buzzing. 

She said that Helen had se- 
cretly married Carlyle Harris on 
Feb 8, 1890, at City Hall, in a civil 
ceremony performed by Alderman 
William P. Rinkoff. : 

Helen's full name was Mary 
Helen Neilson Potts but she used 
the name of Helen Neilson on the 
marriage license, while Harris 
changed his first name from Car- 
lyle to Charles, 

Helen had confided about her 


marriage to an uncle, Dr. C. W. 


Treverton of Scranton, Pa., when 
she visited him while recuperating 
from an illness, He discovered 
that she was recovering from a 
bungling illegal operation which 
she admitted Harris performed 
when he discovered she was to 
become a mother. Harris was 
afraid that his grandfather would 
learn about the marriage and dis- 
inherit him.

asked for a return of the letter 
in which he acknowledged the 
marriage, but Mrs. Potts refused 
to give it to him. She said Helen 
had met Carlyle at a dance in a 
hotel at Ocean Grove, N. J., the 
previous year, and he had pur- 
sued her daughter after that. 

When news of Mrs. Potts’s ac- 
tions reached him, Harris prompt- 
ly went to the District Attorney 
and offered his assistance to end 
all wild rumors. He hinted thht 
grief over Helen’s death had af- 
fected Mrs. Potts’s mind, 

Without revealing his hand, 
District Attorney Nicoll conducted 
a secret investigation, The body 
of the dead girl was disinterred 
and a new autopsy held. 

Three specialists reported that 
the contents of stomach and 
intestines disclosed a minute 
quantity of morphine, but no qui- 
nine, although quinine should 
have been in the stomach if the 

ill contained any. The fact that 


Potts, who pleaded with Harris stomach indicated that she had

This 
letter was dated 10 days before 
Helen’s death. 

Mrs. Potts added that on the 
day of the funeral she appealed 
to Harris to let her daughter be 
buried under her married name 
but he refused, telling her that 
it would harm him and the repu- 
tation of Miss Day’s school.

The district attorney learned 
that Harris was seeing another 
woman and had suggested to her 
that she marry an old man he 
knew for his money. Harris told 
her that he could get rid of the 
man after the marriage “with a 
pill.” 4 

Harris was indicted for murder, 
accused of plotting his: wife's 
death by substituting four grains 
of morphine in one of the quinine 
capsules. His motive, the state 
charged, was to get rid of an un- 
wanted wife of whom he had tired, 


with his hand forced by Mrs. 
Potts's insistence that he make 
public his marriage. Immediately 
after giving her the four pills, one 
of which contained the lethal 
dose, he left town. By a quirk of 
fate, the district attorney charged, 
it was the last pill that contained 
the morphine. | 

During a bitter three-week trial, 
defense experts claimed that no 
morphine could have been found 
in the body because of the time 
that had elapsed and because the 
embalming fluid would have de- 
stroyed it. Harris did not take the 
witness stand,

jury found him guilty of mur-

When Harris was brought in for 
final sentencing, he delivered a 15- 
minute oration maintaining that 
he was innocent. Pointing to the 
jury box, he said, “I ask that there 
be engraved on my tombatone the 
sentence, “We would not # we 
had known, The Jury’.” 

He added bitterly, referring to 
the girls at the boarding school, “I 
hope that this will be the last of 
achoolgirl experts.“ 

On May 8, 1803, he was electro- 
cuted for the murder of his wife. 
Just before the current was turned 
on he said, “I can have no motive 


for concealment now. I die abso- 


lutely ‘innocent of the crime for 
which J have been convicted.” 

Was Harris telling the truth as 
he faced death or was he still hop- 
ing that some last minute miracle 
would save him if he proclaimed 
his innocence?” 

He received his courtroom wish. 
His mother had engraved on his 
tombstone the line, “We would not 
if we had known, The Jury.” 

She added a line of her own, 
“Carlyle W. Harris, Murdered May 
8, 1893.“ ,

Music 
And Music 


Makers 
Conductors Are 
Human Too. 


Thomas B. Sherman | 


HE recent appearance of a 
guest conductor with the St. 
Louls Symphony Orchestra— 
the first in several years—has ex- 
cited a certain amount of discus- 
sion about the difference in the 
methods of Mr, Golachmann and 
Mr. Leinadorf. Much of this is 


purely subjective. Some of the 
more ardent friends of Mr. Golsch- 
mann seem to regard the ap- 
pearance of a guest conductor as 
‘ gomething of an intrusion. _They 
are Inclined to exaggerate points 
of difference in a way that makes 
Mr. Leinsdorf seem the perfect 
Prussian drill sergeant; he is ex- 
acting and incisive, they say, but 
poetically unimaginative, Others 
who like any sort of change, view 
these same characteristics as 
marks of excellence and refer to 
them as. evidence of authority, 
concentration and precision. 
To say that conductors differ is 
like saying that water ia wet. It 
is interesting, however, to observe 
these differences, and a regard for 
such matters is a natural part of 
one’s involvement with music, Mr. 
Leigedort approaches music 
through ite design, or seems to, 
‘and Mr. Golschmann through in- 
flection and color. This does not 
mean that warmth of expression 
la denied to Mr, Leinsdorf or that 
Mr. Golachmann does not exact an 
appropriate degree of precision, 
The difference is a matter of em- 
phasis, but the listener who takes 
the trouble to analyze the two per- 
formances is likely to describe 
them in terms of their dissimilar- 
ities, They make a convenient de- 
scription, But no one should be 
surprised that a conductor is more 
satisfactory in one phase of his 
‘art than in another and that the 
most gifted conductor among all 
the living will often fail in some 
one or two particulars,

A OOUNBEL OF perfection is 
just as futile in music as in other 


human activities. And when it 
comes to the reproduction, in 
sound, of a work ot the creative 
mind, it may be taken for grant- 
ed that the end product will never 
be more than a rough approxima- 
tion of the composer's intention. 
Indeed, it is practically impossible 
to come to an agreement as to 
just what was intended—especially 
when the composer has been dead 
for years, A musician speaking of 
a recent performance of the 
Brahms violin concerto said that 
everything was there so far as 
tempo, dynamics, phrasing, em- 
phasis and tonal depth Was con- 
cerned but it wasn't Brahms, 
Pressed for some sort of evidential 
corroboration he replied in effect 
that it was a matter of imponder- 
ables that could be felt but not 
described. 80 the performance, 
which satisfied many—including 
myself—failed to satisfy others be- 
cause it did not correspond with 
their. conditioned ideas of a valid 
Brahmslan style. 

Listeners disagree to the same 
extent about conductors, even 
when evidence for disagreement is 
so imponderable as to make any 
sort of objective examination com- 
pletely futile. Yet it is hardly 
wise to abandon all standards ex- 
cept the easily examined one of 
accuracy and tone quality. The 
listener is certainly in a higher 
state of receptivity if he brings a 
means of reference into the concert 
hall and it should be a standard 
that Is concerned with the subtle 
emanations of the music's spirit 
as well as its measurable quantita- 
tive values, What seems to be 
captious and unprofitable—and un- 
true—however, is the assumption 
that only one interpretation is pos- 
gible and that the communication 
is not worth receiving unless it 
conveys every conceivable value.

IT 18 ALSO rather unreward- 


ing to require as a minimum that 
any given conductor should com- 
bine all the known excellencies of 
his craft. It is unrewarding be- 
cause such a requirement will 
never be met. Nikisch, who was 
temperamental and poetic, some- 
times offended, I am told, by dis- 
torting a phrase in the interest of 
dramatic expreqsion, Toscanini, 
whose continuity of line cad ef-

AN ANALYSIS of the popular choice shows a preference for 
musicals, sentiment and comedy.

Two of them, “The Yearling,” and 
“The Best Years of Our Lives,” were deeply moving, with emotional 
moments handled with validity, sensitivity and fine restraint. The 
other, “Miracle on Sith Street,“ was a comedy about an old man 
who thought he was Santa Claus, touchingly played by Edmund 
Gwenn.

THERE WEREN'T too many surprises in the balloting. The 

fact that “The Jolson Stéry” had set box-office records at Loew's 
State and the Orpheum Theaters where it played indicated it would 
One disappointment was that “The Best 
Years of Our Lives,” winner of the Motion Picture Academy Award 
for the best film of 1946 and the recipient of critical acclaim, placed 
no higher than fifth. That there were no foreign films on the list 
Was to be expected, in view of the notoriously dim view the mass 
of the moving-going public takes of foreign films. It was even 
surprising that the English film, Henry V.“ (placed first by this 
reviewer on his “best 10” list published last Sunday) finished as 
high as twelfth. One thing was noticeable about “Henry.” The fans 
Who liked it were emphatic about it. 
4 THERE WERE FOUR MOVIES included on this reviewer's 
list that also were picked in the public poll. They were “The Best 
Years of Our Lives," “The Yearling,” Boomerang!“ and “Dear 
Buth.” Besides “Henry,” films on our list which did not make the 
public one were “Children of Paradise” a French film which only 
opened Christmas day and was seen by comparatively few people; 
“Brief Encounter," “Odd Man Out,” and “Stairway to Heaven,” all 
English; and “Crossfire,” a detective melodrama about the brutal” 
killing of a Jew, first movie to take up the problem of anti-Semitism 
in the United States.

We had found five of the six movies which were on the popular 
list, and not ours, entertaining br amusing. But we couldn't see 
“The Egg and I,” at all, thinking. it definitely unfunny. Well, un- 
doubtedly the public liked it.

Tg unfortunate that the art of 

frying apples has been practi- 

cally lost in the course of just 
one generation, Not many years 
ago fried apples were a common 
but highly favored dish and most 
every cook took pride in doing the 
job expertly. Now fried apples are 
a rarity — very few cooks know 
how to prepare them. 

There ought to be a revival of 
this method of preparing deli¢ious 
or in the home as well as in 

ublic eating places. Once served, 

ey are sure to be enthusiastli- 
cally eaten. A cafeteria in the 
Middle West serves fried apples 
and homemade sausages once 
every week in the fall and winter 
and that combination is one of 
the most popular of all entrees 
served, Fried apples are easy to 
do, but one must have a “feeling 
for the food“ to do a good job. 

Red-skinned apples make the 
prettiest fried apples but there is 
no reason why green or gold ones 
can't appeal just as much as the 
red if the apples are sour and 
there is enough pectin present to 
form a jelly-like film on the ap- 
ples to give them a jewel-like 
giitter.. Any kind of pork, fresh 
or cured, is enhanced in looks 
and flavor with fried apples, es- 
pecially bacon, sausage and ham.

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NEW YORK'S SNOW 


Nation's Biggest City Numbed by Its Heaviest Fall 


PORECAST for “occasional snow” in 
New York on December 26 proved to 
be the biggest understatement ever 
made by the city’s weather bureau. By 
day's end the metropolis and its 8,000,000 
residents were imprisoned by the greatest 
snowfall in the city’s history, 25.8 inches. 

The storm struck a paralyzing blow.

Holders of 
Government bonds were credited with 
one new ruble — every three, or one for 
every five, of face value, depending on 
the issue., Small bank — * suffered 
no loss for their first rubles, con- 
vertible on an equal basis, with larger 
deposits reduced up to half.
